CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—Frank J. Parker, an 
old time billiard player of National reputa- 
tion, died at his home here to-day of par- 
alysis. 


Parker was an expert at the four-ball 
game, and gained a National reputation in 
1871, when he met and defeated A. P. Ru- 
dolphe for the championship in Buffalo. A 
few months later he was challenged by C. 
Dion. The match was decided in Chicago, 
and resulted in defeat for Parker. He did 
not again compete in any championship 
tournaments, 


PIPE LINE IN ELIZABETH, N. J. 


Taxpayers Lose Their Suit Against 


the Standard Oil Company. 

ELIZABETH, N.J., Feb. 28.—Justices Van 
Sickle, Dixon, and Collins of the Supreme 
Court have rendered a decision in the case 
of the taxpayers of Elizabeth against the 
Standard Oil Company. For ten years the 
Standard’s Pipe Line Company has been 
trying to obtain a franchise to lay its pipes 
through Elizabeth. The line is laid from 
the Pennsylvania oil fields to the western 
boundary of Elizabeth. It then skips this 
city and begins again on the Bayonne side 
of Newark Bay, and thence continues tv 
the works at Constable Hook. : 

The pipes for the line through this city 
have been on hand for a year. Not until 
some months ago did the company succeed 
in getting a franchise from the Board of 
Aldermes. When this was granted the tax- 
payers objected, and carried the case to the 
Justice Van Sickle granted a tem- 
porary injunction, and the decision given 
to-day was on argument to make the in- 
junction permanent. The court refuses to 
issue such an order.

DEATH OF GEN. TALIAFERRO. 


He Was the Officer Who Led the Vir- 

ginia Militia in John Brown’s Raid. 
RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 28.—Gen. William 
300th Taliaferro, who commanded the Vir- 
ginia militia in the John Brown raid, died 
at his home in Belleville, Gloucester Coun- 
ty, Va., Sunday night. Gen. Taliaferro was 
also a Mexican War veteran, an ex-Judge, 
and had been a Major General in the Con- 
federate Army. 

He was born in the house in which he 
died, in December, 1822. He was graduated 
from William and Mary College in 1841, and 
became Captain in the Eleventh United 
States Infantry April 9, 1847, Major of the 
Ninth Infantry Aug. 12, 1847, and was mus- 
tered out Aug. 26, 1848. At the outbreak of 
the civil war he was made Colonel in the 
provisional army of Virginia, and promoted 
to be Brigadier General in the Confederate 
service March 4, 1862, and Major General 
Jan, 1, 1865. 

He was a member of the General Assem- 
bly of Virginia for ten years, and was a 
Democratic Presidential Elector in 1856. He 
was Grand Master of Masons in Virginia 
in 1876-7, and a member of the Boards of 
Visitors of the Virginia Military Institute, 
of the Mechanical and Agricultural College 
of the State, of William and Mary College, 
and of the State Normal School for the 
Education of Women. 


A Failure in Providence. 
PROVIDENCE, R. L., Feb. 28.—David C. 
and Henry S. Fink, doing business on 
Westminster Street as D, C. & H. S. Fink, 
retail jewelers, filed their voluntary peti- 
tion in imsolvency yesterday in the Ap- 


»ellate Court, and were adjudged insolvent, 
both as partners and as individuals. 

It has been known for some time that 
this firm was in financial straits, and the 
foreclosure of a mortgage for $3,000 brought 
about the collapse. The liabilities, accord- 
ing to the schedule filed, are $16,612.79, and 
the assets are estimated at $9,434.79. They 
will probably prove to be less than that. 

Ferris’s Body Still Held for Debt. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 28.—The body 
of George W. Ferris, known throughout 
the world for his invention and construc- 
tion of the great Ferris Wheel at the Chi- 
cago World’s Fair, is still held at the cre- 
matory of Undertaker Samson in this city 
for the unpaid funeral expenses, contracted 
over a year ago. Mr. Ferris was practically 
penniless at his death, but carried insurance 
io the amount of $25,000. This, it is said, 
Was eaten up by the numerous claims left.

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LA CHAMPAGNE’S VOYAGERS 


Most of Her Cabin Passengers on 
Their Way to This City by 
Special Train. 


A REPORT ABOUT LA: BRETAGNE 


The Agent of the Line Here Says the 
Idea that She Passed La Cham- 
pagne Without Giving As- 
sistance Is Absurd. 


Sixty-three cabin and intermediate pas- 
sengers of the French steamer La Cham- 
pagne, which was towed into Halifax dis- 
abled, by the steamship Roman Sunday aft- 
ernoon, after drifting helplessly for days 
on the Atlantic, are on their way to this 
city from Halifax, on a special train, and 
will arrive at 3 o’clock this afternoon... The 
train was chartered by the Compagnie Gen- 
erale Transatlantique and left Halifax at 8 
o’clock yesterday morning. A mail car was 
attached, which carried the 250 bags of 
mail brought over by La Champagne. The 
thirty-three other cabin passengers have 
proceeded to their destinations throughout 
Canada and the Northwest. 

General Passenger Agent Charles Trey- 
voux of the French Line in this city called 
on Immigration Commissioner Fitchie at 
the Barge Office yesterday morning and re- 
ported that La Champagne’s 203 steerage 
passengers were being held on board the 
vessel at Halifax. He said that most of 
these passengers were bound for Montreal, 
Quebec, and other near-by Canadian points. 


At the end of the conversation Commission- 
er Fitchie telegraphed to Washington ask- 
ing if the passengers could be cleared by 
the American Commissioner at Halifay, Mr. 
‘rreyvoux promised that if any were re- 
fused admittance he would arrange ivr 
their deportation by some line running out 
of Halifax. It is confidently expected that 
permission will be granted to-day for land- 
ing the immigrants in Nova Scotia, 


Awaiting the Captain’s Report. 


At the office of the French Line yester- 
day, M. Treyvoux, speaking for General 
Agent Bocande, stated that a short dis- 
patch had been received during the day 
from Capt. Poirot of La Champagne, stat- 
ing simply that all were well. Capt. Poirot's 
detailed report of La Champagne’s remark- 
able series of vicissitudes is expected by 
mail to-day. Until that time it could not 
be stated whether the vessel would be 
towed to this port or repaired at Halifax. 

Negotiations were in progress yesterday 
with the Merritt & Chapman Derrick and 
Wrecking Company, to have the steamer 
towed here, instead of leaving her at Hali- 
fax for repairs, and the head office at Paris 
was asked by cable respecting an agree- 
ment. The wrecking company intends to 
send two tugs to perform the service, which 
will leave here on Wednesday, providing the 
contract is signed. 

Mr. Treyvoux stated that his company 
was now in consultation with the insur- 
ance companies and the owners of the ves- 
sel’s cargo regarding the transfer of the 
freight to this city. There are no perish- 
able goods in the cargo except a large con- 
signment of Camembert cheese. The value 
of the vessel and freight was estimated at 
$3,000,000, and Mr. Treyvoux said he be- 
lieved that the salvage would amount to 
something like $25,000, although he did not 
think that Capt, ot had entered into 
any agreement Pdint with the com- 
mander of the Roman, 


Says the Report Is Absurd. 


Speaking of a dispatch from Halifax to 
the effect that it was believed on La Cham- 
pagne that the steamship that passed her 
on Wednesday night last without paying 
attention to her signals of distress was her 


sister ship La Bretagne, Agent Bocande 
said it was absurd. He said it was certain 
that La Bretagne had not passed within 
100 miles of her sister ship. ‘* We will make 
no investigation into the identity of the 
steamer who left our vessel in distress,’ 
said he. ‘*‘ We are only glad that no lives 
were lost.” : 
It had been rumored that the vessel guil- 
ty of abandoning La Champagne to her 
fate was an American Liner. When this 
story reached the offices of the American 
Line yesterday afternoon, General Manager 
James A, Wright, Jr., and Capt. Watkins 
of the steamer Paris, which arrived here 
Saturday, visited Agent Bocande and as- 
sured him that the Paris had not been near 
La Champagne. 
_Capt. Watkins stated that a west-bound 
liner on her usual track could not have 
been within 150 miles of where La Cham- 
pagne was anchored, nor within seventy-five 
miles of where she was picked up, and an 
east-bound vessel would not have gone 
within 250 miles of her. As a matter of 
fact, he said the Paris did not pass within 
250 miles of the crippled Frenchman. Agent 
Bocande assured his visitors that he had 
not entertained for one moment the sus- 
picion that an American liner had passed 
within hail of La Champagne. 


Unsworth’s Formal Report. 


Lieut. Georges Unsworth of La Cham- 
pagne, who left his vessel Feb. 18 in a life- 
boat in command of nine men in search of 
succor, and who, with his men, came near 
losing his life from cold and exposure be- 
fore being picked up, nearly six days later, 
by the Holland America steamship Rot- 
terdam, appeared before the French Con- 
sul yesterday and made a formal report of 
his ar trip. The fo is a full ac- 
count of the voyage and is fille y - 
meas details. a WHR tock 

n his report Unsworth states that at 5 
o’clock Feb. 18 he heard through the. fog 
the whistle of a steamer near at hand, but 
he could not draw her attention. On Tues- 
day, Feb. 22, he says a big steamer passed 
within 600 feet of his boat, going West. 
That terrible moment of disappointment is 
stated in these simple words: ‘“ Tuesday, 
22d, at 12:30 A. M., a big steamer is passing 
by us at less than 200 metres, (600 feet,) 
going west. We burn six Coston signals 
and two signal balls, but she keeps on her 
way, although it was impossible for her not 
to have sighted us. The men were very 
much affected by this fact.’ 4 

The eight French sailors of La Cham- 
pagne who were taken from the steamer 
Rotterdam to the French Hospital, at 320 
West Thirty-fourth Street, were last even- 
ing reported as still suffering severely from 
the effects of the six days’ exposure in the 
open boat. Their face? were swollen and 
blistered and their feet were badly swollen, 
and for some time it was feared that gan- 
grene or blood poisoning might set in, but 
all such apprehensions were dissipated in 
the evening. ; 


CAPT. ROBERTS ON LA BRETAGNE. 


The Commander of the Roman Thinks 
She Passed La Champagne, 


HALIFAX, N. &S., Feb. 28.—A corpse was 
landed this afternoon from the disabled 
French line steamer La Champagne, which 
was towed in ‘here yesterday by the War- 
ren liner Roman. There was nothing un- 
usual in the fact of a dead body being 
brought ashore from an ocean steamer, but 
in this case the proceeding attracted a great 
deal of attention on account of the circum- 
stances attending the visit of La Cham- 
pagne to this port, and the rumor spread 
that there had been a tragic death aboard 
the ship while she was drifting for five days 
on the banks of Newfoundland. 

It was soon learned that the body was 
that of a wealthy American, Major William 
Worts Dundas, who died of heart disease at 
Nice on the 22d of last December. It is now 


on its way to the Major’s former home in 
charge of his son, Worts Dundas, and, ac- 
companied by the latter, will be sent by 
train to-morrow ROEMINE. : The fact that 
there was a body on ard the French 
steamer was not generally known among the 
passengers, but the crew were aware of it, 
and the superstitious sailors among them 
found it easy to connect the re with the 

ill fortune which had befallen their ship. 
The statement was made to-day that La 
had been passed on the banks 


and her signals of distress unheeded a 
steamer which was believed to be La Bre- 
tagne of the same line as the disabled craft. 
This statement was founded on the assertion 
of Capt. Roberts of the Roman. In the 
stories told last night of the events attend- 
ing the picking up of La Champagne it was 
made known that two steamers came in 
sight of the helpless ship about the same 
time. One, the faster of the two, was a lit- 
tle in advance of the other. It was: near 
midnight, and red fires were hurning on the 
deck of La Champagne and rockets were be- 
ing fired in rapid succession to attract at- 
tention. The signals for assistance must 
have been seen by officers of both steamers, 
but the Roman was the only one which bore 
down on the cripple. The other seemed to 
swerve slightly from her course at first, but 
soon it was perceived that she was proceed- 
ing on her way at full speed, without any in- 
tention of coming to the rescue, 

The general opinion on board was that it 
was an American liner from Southampton 
to New York. When Capt. Roberts of the 
Roman entered the saloon of La Cham- 
pagne last night an eager group asked him 
about the other steamer which had passed 
just before the Roman bore down upon him. 
In answer to a question from a woman pas- 
senger, Capt. Roberts said: ‘‘ As far as I 
could make out, it was the French line 
steamer La Bretagne of the same line as 
the one on which you now are.” Capt. 
Roberts’s statement created the greatest 
surprise among the passengers. 


PAPER EXCHANGED FOR GOLD. 


Order Stopping the Receipt of Coin at 
the Sub-Treasury Modified. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—On account of 
increased revenues and the supply of paper 
currency being sufficient for all apparent 


needs, at least for the pres2nt, the order 
stopping the receipt of gold at the Sub- 
Treasury at New York for shipments of cur- 
rency and telegraphic transrers from Sub- 
Treasury offices has been so modified as to 
allow the Assistant Treasurer at New York 
to receive gold in exchange for paper cur- 
rercy to be shipped from the Treasury in 
Washington. The shipments of currency 
will be made at the cost of consignee, to be 
¢educted from the remittance. 


CHICAGO POLICE FORCE REDUCED 


Two Hundred and Fifty Men to Go as 


a Measure of Economy. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—Two hundred and 
fifty policemen are to be discharged from 
the force, and an order to that effect will 


robably be promulgated to-morrow. This 

ecision was reached to-day after a long 
conference between the four Inspectors, 
Chief Kipley, and Civil Service Commission- 
er Winston. It is said the unfortunate ones 
will be officers with the worst records. No 
ofticer, it is said, whose record is clean will 
be dismissed. 

Necessity demands that the force be cut 
down to come within the appropriation. 
Chief Kipley says there are 250 more men 
now on the force than there is money appro- 
priated for, and the only thing to be done is 
to let that number go. 


CHICAGO ELECTRIC RAILWAY CO. 


Charles Austin Bates’s Petition for a 
Receiver Dismissed, 


CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—Judge Grosscup, sit- 
ting in the United States Circuit Court, 
handed down a written order to-day, which 
was in accordance with a verbal decision he 
gave three weeks ago, In regard to the case 
of Charles Austin Bates against the General 
Electric Railway Company. 

In its decision the Court sustained the 
plea of the defendants, which asked that 
the bill asking that a receiver be appointed 
for the company be dismissed on the ground 
that the complainant was bringing the suit 
in behalf of the Chicago City Railway Com- 
pany, and not in his own interest.

Man Whe Sued Bosfé®°Stock Brokers 
to Recover Profits*Lost His Case, 


BOSTON, Feb. 28.—The full bench of the 
Supreme Court to-day overruled the plaint- 
iff’s exceptions In the case of John P. Wake- 
field of Andover versus Albert H, Farnum 


and others, local stock brokers. The action 
was brought to recover $2,305, being the 
profits which he realized in the fictitious 
purchase and sale of wheat of the defend- 
ants on margin. The defendants claimed he 
could not recover, because the transactions 
were illegal. 

The court decides that it was proper for 
the defendant to show that the balance 
claimed by the plaintiff to be due to him 
under an account stated was the result of 
an illegal contract, and that the contract 
being a wagering contract he cannot re- 
cover. The plaintiff's action was at com- 
mon law. 


Advance on News from Liverpool 


Without Leiter Interference. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—Wheat again devel- 
oped into a bull market to-day. Unexpected 
strength at Liverpool and a large visible 
decrease were factors in a general cover- 


ing movement of big and little shorts which 
started at the opening and kept up all day. 
Opening prices in July were about a cent 
higher than Saturday’s closing, ranging 
from 89\%c to 89kKc., while May was %@%\c. 
higher at $1.08@$1.034%. A temporary dip 
followed. There was a good deal of realiz- 
ing by people who were satisfied with the 
profits shown in the opening advance, and 
this selling sent the price of July to 8&9 
and May to $1.02%@$1.02%4. 

As soon as the first pressure of selling 
Was removed prices began to advance at 
once, shorts, big and little, coming into the 
market to cover their lines, and for two 
hours prices moved upward slowly but 
steadily, every slight reaction being fol- 
lowed by renewed buying. At the end of 
that time May had advanced to $1.04% and 
July to 90\Kce. 

The Liverpool market was exceptionally 
strong, showing 4@%d. advance at 1:30 P. 
M., later cables recording even better prices. 
The total amount of wheat there is but 
little over the average requirements for a 
week. The Leiter crowd apparently did 
very little during the morning, and the 
strength the market displayed without sup- 
port from that source was far from reas- 
suring to the shorts, and probably had a 
good deal of influence.

THE MAINE DISASTER 


No Indications that the Court 
of Inquiry Knows What 
Caused It. 


TAKING EVIDENCE NOW IN 
KEY WEST. 


Nobody Able to State How Soon It 
Will Be Able to Make 
Its Report. 


Work on the Maine Progressing Slowly 
« —Will Be Expedited by Opera- 
tions of the Wreckers. 


The news from Key West touching the 
Maine Court of Inquiry indicates nothing 
as to the outcome of the investigation the 
court is making to determine what 
caused the destruction of the battleship. 

Admiral Sicard telegraphed Secretary 
Long yesterday that it would be neces- 
sary for the court to go back to Havana. 
From this dispatch two inferences were 
drawn: 

First—That the court did not know 
yet what caused the explosion that de- 
stroyed the Maine. 

Second—That the time that would 
elapse before the court would be prepared 
to make its report could only be guessed 
at, and necessarily must be more than a 
day or two. 

Perusal of a letter from Capt. Samp- 
son, President of tke Court of Inquiry, to 
Secretary Long suggests that the court 
will not undertake to form its judgment 
until the wrecking companies shall have 
accomplished some important work upon 
the Maine. 

An officer of the Maine who testified 
yesterday in Key West is reported as ex- 
pressing the conviction that the finding of 
the court will be against the theory that 
the battleship was destroyed by an explo- 
sion in the ship itself. At the same time, 
according to the report, this officer said it 
was doubtful that the court would be 
able to determine what the cause of the 
explcsion was. There is no indication in 
the dispatch conveying these opinions 
that the officer knows more about the 
matter than the average citizen of the 
United States, but his remarks suggest a 
possible outcome of the inquiry. 

Work on the Maine progressed slowly 
yesterday. Only one body was taken out, 
owing to the difficulties the divers en- 
countered from the wreckage. It is prob- 
able a good deal of this wreckage will 
be removed to-day by the representa- 
tives of the wrecking companies. Orders 
have been sent to the Right Arm to un- 
dertake this work. The“tug Underwriter 
‘left this city yesterday with the derrick 
Chief in tow, bound for Havana. It may 
reach its destination Saturday. On its 
arrival the clearing away of the wreck- 
age will be prosecuted vigorously. 


THE COURT OF INQUIRY. 


Examination of Witnesses Under Way 
Key West—Talks with Two 
of the Maine’s Officers. 


KEY WEST, Feb. 28.—The Court of In- 
quiry which is investigating the loss of the 
battleship Maine began work here this 
morning. It examined witnesses in Judge 
Locke’s private chambers in the United 
States District Court House. 

Lieut. Blandin was the first witness 
called. He was before the court for about 
an hour. After him came Lieuts. Hood, 
Jungen, and Blout, and Cadets Bronson and 
Boyd. The court then had lunch. 

In the afternoon Lieut. Holman, who tes- 
tified at Havana, was called again. Lieu- 
tenant of Marines Catlin gave his evidence 
quickly and was followed by Boatswain 
Larkin, Gunner Hill, and Carpenter Holms, 
The two latter were on shore at the time 


of the explosion. 

At ten minutes past 3 the court adjourned 
until to-morrow morning. Judge Advocate 
Marix said: ‘*‘ The stenographers have all 
they can transcribe in record form, and 
there is no use of our working longer to- 
day.”’ 

Capt. Sampson seemed satisfied with the 
day’s work, but said nothing of its proceed- 
ings could be given out. 

After the court’s session was over Capt. 
Sampson had a short interview with Rear 
Admiral Sicard and then returned to the 
Iowa. Capt. Chadwick and Lieut. Com- 
mander Potter were taken on board the 
New York. 

An officer of the Maine who was exam- 
ined by the court during the day said this 
evening: 

“I can’t tell you what line of questioning 
was adopted; but the court will find, I be- 
lieve, that the Maine was blown up by de- 
sign, though I don’t think it will be able to 
ascertain exactly how. The court’s find- 
ing will be based on negative rather than 
positive evidence. 

“By this I mean that all the testimony 
heard so far has, bit by bit, frustrated the 
theories of those who think the explosion 
was of internal origin. This negative evi- 
dence is so strOng and so general that I see 
no possibility of the court deciding that the 
explosion was internal. 

“The only alternative then left for the 
court is to fall back on evidence which 
points to the intentional blowing up of the 
Maine. This I think will be done, unless 
the court formulates a theory of its own or 
declares that it does not know how the dis- 
aster occurred, both of which conjectures I 
think improbable.”’ 

As bearing on the value of the opinion of 
the officer in question, it must be borne in 
mind that he was before the court for about 
fifteen minutes only, and that he at all 
times has expressed himself as. confident 
that the Maine’s fate was not due to an 
accident. 

Members of the court, when the substance 
of the interview was brought to their at- 
tention, declinea to have anything to say 
about it. . 

A young officer of the Maine was heard 
to say this morning: 

‘“* Well, I don’t suppose they'll ask me, but 
if they do I'll tgll them I am positive we 
were blown up. "No one can make me be-

Meve the Maine blew up from 
causes, as the papers call it.” 

This undoubtedly represents the opinion 
of the majority of the Maine officers. 

After testifying before the court Lieut. 
Blandin spent most of the day fixing the 
hotel electrical indicator, which was out 
of order. 


GOING BACK TO HAVANA. 


The Court of Inguiry Will Not Com- 
plete Its Work in Key West. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 28.—Admiral Sicard 
telegraphed to-day from Key West as fol- 
lows: 

“Court of inquiry will commence session 
at Key West to-day. They must resume 


session at Havana to obtain evidence of 
divers after further work upon the wreck.” 
This telegram is interpreted as practically 
a statement that the court has not yet come 
to a conclusion as to the cause of the de-

struction of the Maine. It alsa seems to the 
people at the Navy Department to indicate 
that a good many days. may elapse before 
the court will make its report. Nobody in 
the Navy Department pretends to guess 
even how long it will be before the report of 
the court will be made, 

A letter from Capt. Sampson, dated at 
Havana, Feb. 23, came to Secretary Long 
to-day, and he at once made public its con- 
tents. The letter is as follows: 

Havana, Feb. 23. 

Sir: The court has taken the testimony of 
all the officers of the Maine still here. To- 
morrow we will take such testimony as the 
divers have accumulated. The Right Arm 
arrived here this morning, and reported to 
Capt. Sigsbaa, arcording to the orders. 

I trust some wrecking company will be 
given the entire job, as no other plan will be 
feasible. . 

There are two citizens in the harbor who 
have certified their willingness to testify, al- 
though they have nothing important. 

After taking this evidence and that of the 
divers I propose to return to Key West and 
7 the evidence of the officers and men 
there. 

It may be necessary to return here after 
further progress has been made with the 


divers. Very respectfully, 
W. T. SAMPSON, 
Captain, United States Navy. 

Secretary Long said at the close of office 
hours that no orders had gone out to send 
another warship to Havana, reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

At the White House the utmost quiet pre- 
vailed. Many offers have come from organ- 
izations and individuals of their services in 
case of a conflict. Some of the Congres- 
sional callers also have stated to the Presi- 
dent that their States were ready to furnish 
full quotas of men. 


SAILORS’ BURIAL AT KEY WEST. 


Tempotary Interment io be Made of 
Maine Victims Hereafter Found— 
Claims for Their Money. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Commander 
Forsyth, at Key West, telegraphed this 
morning that he had, in execution of the 
department’s order, secured a plot of 
ground in the cemetery at Key West, in 
which will be interred the remains of such 
of the victims’ bodies as are brought from 
Havana. Admiral Sicard personally will 
look after the funeral arrangements. It is 
learned that the Spanish officials at Havana 
have consented to the rernoval of any bodies 
hereafter recovered, a formality made nec- 
essary by the fact that the Cuban law does 
not permit such removals from fear of ex- 
tending contagion. It is understood that 
the remains are not to be permanently in- 
terred at Key West, and this understanding 
gives a great deal of satisfaction to the 
naval officials here, who have had trouble 
in times past in maintaining graves of sail- 
ors in proper condition owing to the in- 
filtration of large quantities of water into 
the graves through the porous and low- 
lying coral strands. As the remains are in- 
closed in hermetically sealed zinc caskets, 
it is not believed that they will suffer dur- 
ing their brief interment at Key West. 

Capt. Hawley, who is directly in charge of 
that branch of the Navigation Bureau relat- 
ing to the enlisted men in the navy, is now 
directing the work of his office to the issu- 
ance of death certificates to the families of 
the dead sailors. These certificates are is- 
sued by the Surgeon General and the Navi- 
gation Bureau, end are thus conclusive evi- 
dence for the Auditors of the Treasury 
Department, who are thereby obliged to pay 
over to the legal representatives or heirs of 
the deceased any sums of money that may 
be due them by the United States Govern- 
ment on account of accrued pay or retained 
deposits. In the case of victims of the 
Maine disaster the department is obliged in 
Many cases to certify to the death of the 
sailor without being able to secure evi- 
dence of that fact through the presence of a 
body. It is assumed by the officials that a 
man failing to report perished in the catas- 
trophe. 

Letters are reaching the Navy Department 
from all parts of the country from alleged 
relatives of the victims, and it appears that 
in numerous cases there are many claimants 
for the small sums of money or property 
that belonged to the dead men. It will be 
the duty of the department to try to adjust 
these claims and reconcile claims, and every 
effort is being made by the officials to do 
this as speedily as possible consistent with 
the requirements of the statutes, 


HAVANA, Feb. 28.—The Coast Survey 
steumer Bache, Lieut. Barnett commanding, 
returned to Tortugas this morning after tak- 
ing on board four of the Maine’s wounded. It 
is considered probable that the Bache will 
also take from here to Tortugas the five 
wounded men of the battleship who are still 
at this port. It will soon be safe to move 
them. 


THE DAY IN HAVANA. 


Another Body Recovered—The City 


Decorated for the Arrival of 
the Cruiser Vizcaya, 
HAVANA, Feb. 28.—Only one body was 
recovered to-day from the Maine. It has 
rot been identified, though there are hopes 
it may be later. With any other bodies re- 
covered in time, it will go with the wound- 
ed on the Bache to the Dry Tortugas and 
Key West. On her next trip north the 
Bache will carry to Key West the first 
company of wounded taken to the Dry 

Tortugas, 

The Spanish divers did not 
examination to-day. Capt. Sigsbee 
ed them, and probably will be advised to- 
night when they will begin the investiga- 
tion. He was much gratified at recovering 
to-day, in good condition, his Order of the 
Red Engle (Prussian) and the gold medal 
presented him by. the International Fisher- 
ies Exhibition in London in 1885. 

Capt. Sigsbee reports that the work of 
the divers to-day was slow, and must nec- 
essarily continue slow, owing to the diffi- 
culty of making an impression upon the 
mass of heavy debris. But they are doing 
the best they can. 

Th difficulty experienced in recovering the 
bodies is not understood by any but the div- 
ers, The latter yesterday worked for three 
hours trying to bring out one body intact, 
and one of the divers had a bad fall and 
several got their air tubes tangled. Even 
then they could not extricate the remains. 

Capt. Sigsbee continues to receive letters 
in great numbers, some sad and others com- 
plimentary. All the queries about the men 
who lost their lives when the Maine went 
down are answered as soon as possible, if 
there is anything to be told. 

One of the saddest letters received was 
from the brother of a dead man, who wrote 
that when death was claiming the victim 
his friends at home were celebrating his 
birthday and wishing him many happy re- 
turns of the day. 

Chaplain Chidwick has been commended 
by Capt. Sigsbee as a man, a priest, and an 
officer. He is always cheerful and doing the 
most effective work possible. 

Late to-day Capt. McGee of the tug Right 
Arm received orders from the contractors to 
hire such lighters as are necessary to re- 
move the débris from the wreck. This will 
facilitate the work of removing the dead 
and generally hasten operations, 

Senator Proctor, who passed most of the 
day indoors, writing private letters and 
reading, says his visit will be too brief to 
make his observations of any interest to the 
public, and therefore he has nothing to offer 
for publication. 

Senator Proctor expected to pay his per- 
sonal respects to Capt. Gen. Blanco to-day, 
in the company of his traveling companion, 
Col. Parker, and Consul General Lee, but 
the Captain General was unusually busy in 
getting ready for the outgoing mails, and 
fixed 1 o’clock to-morrow afternoon for Sen- 
ator Proctor’s call. 

Great preparations are being made by the 
Spaniards here to give a hearty welcome to 
the cruiser Vizcaya. General Weyler Street 
is arched with bunting and the Casino is 
gay with color.

A STRIFE FOR PEACE OR WAR 


Weylerists May Join the Conservatives 
or Come Out as a Distinct Or- 
ganization—Two Elections 
to be Held in Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The State De- 
partment to-day received the following dis- 
Datch from Minister Woodford at Madrid: 

“ Decree dissolving Spanish Cortes Feb. 
26. New Cortes will meet April 25.’’ 

The dissolution of the Cortes had been ex- 
pected, and it may be attended with impor- 
tant results. The two parties, Liberal and 
Conservative, will now appeal to the coun- 
try, and on the result will depend the polit- 
ical complexion of the Ministry. The Sa- 
gasta Ministry, now in power, is Liberal. 
Its retention in power means much at the 
present juncture, for it was on the advent 
of the Sagasta régime that Gen. Weyler 
‘was recalled, the reconcentrado decrees 
were annulled, and the present plan of au- 
tonomiy’ put in force. The policy now being 
pursued by Gen. Blanco.in Cuba is an en- 
tire reversal of that under the Conservative 
régime of Canovas and his successor, and it 
is felt that the continuance of this policy is 
no less at stake than the Ministry itself in 
the outcome of the present elections. 

Sefior du Bosc, the Spanish Chargé d’Af- 
faires, has not received official notification 
of the dissolution of the Cortes, but he says 
this was expected, as the work of the pres- 
ent Cortes ‘was concluded. Under the laws 
of Spain forty days must expire before the 
election of the new Cortes occurs, Sefior du 


Bosc, who is himself a Liberal and a warm 
Supporter of the Sagasta Ministry, says 
there is no doubt the result will be the re- 
turn of a Liberal majority in the Cortes, and 
the consequent continuance of the present 
Ministry. All parties of late have given 
loyal aid to the Liberal Ministry, and its 
policy toward Cuba at the present time is 
regarded by Sefior du Bose as auspicious for 
a calm campaign, which he asserts will con- 
tinue the present authorities in power. He 
says there is no significance in the dissolu- 
tion at this time. In other quarters it is 
felt that the Conservatives may také this 
opportunity to regain the reins of govern- 
ment. by making a campaign against the 
Cuban policy of the Sagasta régime. The 
Weyler element is another growing factor 
in Spanish -affairs,-and it is expected that 
the Weylerists-either will cast their influ- 
ence. with the Conservatives, who sent Gen. 
Weyler to Havana, or else make their ap- 
pearance as a distinct political organization, 
representative of the army and navy and 
the martial spirit in general. 

To a considerable extent, the contest will 
be between the war element and the peace 
element, and as the Liberal programme 
thus-far has been most pacific in character 
it is anticipated that the Liberals will gain 
the peace vote. 

Elections will be held not only in Spain, 
but also in Cuba and Puerto Rico. This. 
however, should not be confounded with 
the local elections of Cuba, under the plan of 
autonomy. The present election will be con- 
fined entirely to the choice of delegates to 
the Imperial Parliament, and will not be a 
part of the autonomous plan for a local 
government of Cuba. The latter elections 
have not been fixed, and the time for them 
will be set by the autonomous Cabinet... It 
would’ be no surprise to officials here if 
these local elections were announced at any 
time in the near future, as it is said the 
Cuban autonomists are rapidly maturing the 
détails of election and other steps requisite 
to the execution of the autonomous plan. 
In the elections of April 25, Cuba will select 
its usual quota to the Spanish Cortes under 
the same system of suffrage that has long 
prevailed. 

The new Cortes will meet immediately 
after the election, probably’ May 1. While 
no date has been fixed, it is known in ad- 
vance that the new body must assemble in 
order to pass on the budget, which, by law; 
must be completed by July.1. This will give 
brief time for completing the extensive sup- 
ply bills within the time prescribed by 
Spanish law. With a Liberal majority, how- 
ever, this can be readily accomplished. The 
possibilities of delay lie in the fact that a 
Conservative victory will not only give that 
party control of the Cortes, but will pre- 
cipitate another Ministerial change, with 
its consequent changes of policies. 


POPULAR FEELING IN SPAIN. 


El Liberal and El Globo Comment Fa- 
vorably Upon the United States— 
Maine's Sailors Blamed. 
LONDON, Feb. 28.—The Imparcial of Feb. 
25 temperately approves the “‘ growing sen- 
timent that concession has reached its lim- 
its,”” and expresses the belief that “‘ the best 
forces in Spain are convinced that the time 
has arrived to firmly, though with modera- 
tion and calmness, assért the honor of the 

Fatherland.” 

El Liberal of the same day warns the 
people ‘‘ against those who are seeking to 
misinterpret every act and words of the 
United States,” and criticises the “ efforts 
of the Carlists to block autonomy,” which, 
it adds, *‘ the Liberals are loyally trying to 
put into effect in Cuba.” 

E] Liberal concludes with remarking: 

“Let Spaniards remember that Cuba is 
the key to our position. If within a brief 
space we succeed in pacifying the island 
the danger of external war will forthwith 


disappear, and though we do not for a mo- 
ment believe it will, should this war break 
out Cuba will be the only battlefield.” 

The Globo comments upon the “ friendly, 
and even cordial, relations between the two 
Cabinets,” and gathers from the recent 
speech of President McKinley at Philadel- 
— that the chances all favor peace. It 

lames the fierce jingoism of certain Span- 
ish papers for provoking similar bellicose 
utterances in the United States, and adds: 

“When Spanish papers constantly inform 
the United States that war is imminent, 
the latter cannot do otherwise than prepare 
for hostilities.’’ 

The Carlist organ, El Correo of Madrid, in 
its issue of Feb. 22, just received here by 
mail, says: ** There is no doubt whatever 
that the loss of the Maine was due to lack 
of discipline,”’ and cites the case of a United 
States cruiser which was lately at Venice, 
describing her crew as being “‘rather pirates 
than the sailors of a civilized nation,” -Con- 
tinuing, El Correo remarks: 

“ Drunkards, insubordinates, thieves, and 
fighters, the sailors of the United States 
never set foot ashore without creatin 
riots nightly. Several of them slept in jail, 
or were taken on board under arrest, until 
the municipality was forced to formally 
complain to the Commander and request 
him not to allow his men to land, as other- 
wise they could not be answerable for the 
consequerces. Had these officials belonged 
to the Christina Regime, the United States 
would have replied by demanding an indem- 
noty, or an apology, or both, with the cer- 
tainty of obtaining it. But, the protest not 
being Spanish, attention was pati to it, the 
cruiser teaving Italy. This naval convict 
ship, which is never free from the fumes of 
alcohol, must be a twin sister of the Maine. 
It is a marvelous thing, in such hands, that 
one of their ships does not blow up daily.”’

STEPS AGAINST FILIBUSTERING. 


Secretary Gage Sends to Congress a 
Report on What Has Been Done, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury on the Gov- 
ernment’s steps to prevent Cuban filibuster- 
ing operations and the results and expense, 
in response to a resolution of inquiry, was 
sent to the House to-day. 

Secretary Gage says that nothing has been 
done by the Treasury Department to pre- 
vent the co ance, in accordance with 
law, to the Sidents of Cuba of articles 
produced in the United States, and that 
the department has put forth its best efforts 
to prevent the departure of vessels for Cuba 
in violation of acts of Congress applicable 
to such cases. 

The results of these endeavors, he says, 
have been generally successful. He in- 
closes a report dated Noy. 30, 1897, cover- 
ing the department’s operations concerning 
filibustering expeditions up to that date, 
which was published at the time, a supple- 
mentary statement bringing the matter up 
to date and a reply of Dec. 17 last to a 
Senate resolution as to violations of the 
neutrality laws. 

Owing to the time that would be required 
to learn the cost of this work to the de- 
partment, that information is not trans- 
mitted at this time. The filibustering cases 
since Nov. 30 are given as those of the 
Dauntless, the Tillie, and the De Agremont. 


DRUNTLESS AT JACKSONVILLE. 


She Is Escorted Up the River by the 
Cruiser Vesuvius. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Feb. 28.—The 
steamer Dauntless, which left Fernandina on 
Sunday night at 12, and is supposed to have 
carried at large cargo of arms and ammuni-

WOULD LIKE TO HANG GRAELL. 


The Junta Indignant Over the Re- 


ported Mission of the Autonomist. 


The officers at the Cuban Junta expressed 
surprise and indignation when shown a dis- 
patch yesterday stating that Sefior Graell, 
a prominent Spanish Autonomist, and the 
agent of Sefior Moret, the Spanish Minister 
of Colonies, was on his way from Havana 
to New York and Washington to endeavor 
to induce the Cuban party here to enter 
into certain compacts looking toward the 
pacification of Cuba. 

“We don’t know what those compacts 
are,”’ said Horatio Rubens, the counsel of 
the Junta, ‘‘and we don’t want to know. 
We will have nothing to do with Sefior 
Graell. The Cuban Junta will positively not 
see him or talk with him. If this was Cuba, 
he would be hanged as a traitor the mo- 
ment he arrived, but under the circum- 
stances we can only say, in the language 
of the Americans, ‘He can be hanged, any- 
way.’ ” 

There was great rejoicing about the Cuban 
headquarters yesterday over the official in- 
telligence that the two filibustering expedi- 
tions sent from the Long Island coast re- 
cently under the leadership of Col. Nunez 
and “‘ Dynamite Johnnie ’’ O’Brien had been 
safely landed. The Cubans say that more 
supplies were delivered than ever before 
at one time since the war began. There 
were 700 rifles, 1,000,000 cartridges, 1,000 
machetes, and large quantities of dynamite, 
clothing, and medicines,

was the result of Spanish treachery. In dis- 
cussing the question yesterday he gave a 
peculiar account of the preparations ini- 
tiated on board the Spanish cruiser Alfonso 
XII. for lowering her boats even before the 
American vessel was blown up. 

‘“* Among the Spaniards,” he said, ‘“‘I did 
not hear that night or during the next da 
one word of pity or compassion for the dead, 
although I understand the Spanish language 
thoroughly. In the cafés and on the streets 
the next day the Spaniards seemed to be 
laughing in their sleeves. On the day of the 
funeral of thegdead sailors their demeanor 
took on something of compassion. That has 
worn away again, however.” 

The Rev. Father G. L. Wallis of the 
Church ef the Redeemer, in East Third 
Street, was also a passenger on the Yu- 
muri. He s t three days in Havana. 
“So far as could determine,” said he, 
“the sentiment expressed by the Spaniards 
concerning the disaster can be summed up 
in a few words.

Would-Be Visitors Warned Off and 
a Deaf Ear Turned 
~  to-Queries. 


ANCHORED OFF ST. GEORGE 


According to the dispatch, the battle took. An Officer Believes the Monitor Will 


Be Here About Three Weeks, and 
Says She Was Ordered to Keep 
Clear of the Vizcaya. 


The United States monitor Terror, Capt. 
Nicoll Ludlew commanding, which vessel 
arrived at this station from Hampton Roads 
shortly after midnight Sunday, moved her 
anchorage from Stapleton to St.. George, op- 
posite the lighthouse station, yesterday aft- 
ernoon, This was done so that the boats 
from the warship could land at the Govern- 
ment dock and be kept free from the crowds 
which assembled at the lower wharf. 

From early morning until after ‘“‘ colors’’ 
last night the shore and wharves near 
where the monitor was anchored were 
crowded with curious people. The vessel 
was surrounded all day by small craft of 
every description. The occupants of the 
boats were warned to keep away. No in- 
formation concerning the movements of the 
vessel would be given out by either the 
officers or men attached to her. They 
turned a deaf ear to all inquiries from the 
boats, and when they approached the sen- 
tries would call out, “‘ You cannot come on 
board.” 

After the vessel changed her anchorage 
she was dressed. A large American flag 
was run up on the staff at the stern, while 
the jack was run up on the bow staff. One of 
the small boats was lowered and sent away 


with the mail orderlies duri the after- 
noon. As the men left the wharf and passed 
through the streets. they were roundly 
cheered by the crowd. ey refused to 
answer questions. 

No liberty was given to the men yester- 
day, and few of the officers came on shore. 
Shore leave will probably be given to some 
of the men to-day, but the time will be lim- 
ited to forty-eight hours, and only the war- 
rant and petty officers and continuous serv- 
ice men will be allowed to leave the vessel. 

The Terror carries 151 men in her crew, 
most of whom have rosentiy been enlisted. 
They will be drilled every day in handling 
the big guns and machinery before being 
given shore liberty. They spent most of 
their time yesterday on deck, watching the 
crowds. 

It is not known how long the Terror will 
remain here. It is expected, however, that 
she will stay at her anchorage until the 
result of the investigation of the board of 
inquiry of the disaster to the Maine has 
been sent to Secretary of the Navy Long 
and passed upon, 

The trip from Hampton Roads to this 
port was uninteresting, except for the re- 
markable time in which it was made for 
a@ vessel of the Terror’s class and type. She 
covered the distance of about 300 miles in 
less than thirty hours. Usually the speed 
of the monitors is not more than seven or 
eight miles an hour. When the vessel ar- 
rived off the Delaware capes she ran into 
heavy weather, and she came into port 
with her decks covered with ice. The seas 
broke over the superstructure, and a quan- 
tity of water was shipped into the forward 
store rooms and crew space through the 
hawse pipes. Both the store rooms and 
crew space are under the main deck for- 
ward. 

When asked why the Terror had not come 
in time to pay a visit to the Spanish cruiser 
Vizcaya, one of the officers said regarding 
it: ‘‘Orders had been sent to the Norfolk 
Yard from Washington to finish the work 
on the Terror at once. When that had been 
completed we sailei for Hampton Roads, 
where sealed orders from the Navy De- 
partment were received by the Captain. 
We afterward learntd that we were to re- 
main in the Roads until the Vizcaya, which 
was expected, came in there, or until she 
had been reported south of Cape Hatteras 
Light and the shoals, When she had passed 
them we started fof New York. I do not 
know how long we will remain here, but. it 
will probably be about three weeks.”’ 

The Terror has just been completely over- 
hauled, and it will not be necessary for her 
to , to the navy yard. 


DOLPHIN OUT OF DRY DOCK. 


She Has Been Strengthened and Many 
Improvements Made. 


After a delay of several months the heavy 
repairs and alterations to the United States 
dispatch boat Dolphin have been about com- 
pleted, and she was floated out of the stone 
dry dock at the navy yard yesterday. The 
Dolphin arrived at this station shortly 
after the completion of the cruise of the 
vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron last 
Summer. She was put out of commission 


and dismantled, the engines, boilers, bat- 
tery, and mast being taken out. New and 
improved boilers have been put in, the 
engines have been thoroughly overhauled, as 
have also the electric plant, and the Ardois 
apparatus for signaling at night. 

Nearly all the old piping, including the 
out board delivery and injection pipes, and 
the screws below the water line, have been 
removed and new ones substituted. New 
deck houses have been added to the vessel, 
and the hull has been strengthened. An 
inspection was made of the hull below the 
water line before the vessel was floated 
out of the dock yesterday. This part of the 
hull has been cleaned and a coat of green 
racing paint applied to it. 

The battery has been changed, and while 
she will not carry any more guns, they 
will be of larger calibre and of the latest 
or of rapid-fire guns. The battery will 

e put in place at once. There is yet con- 
siderable work to be done on the Dolphin 
before she will be ready for service. Much 
of the interior decorations and small ma- 
chinery is yet to be put in place, and the 
mast is to be fitted. It is believed she 
will be ready to be placed on the active 
list within two weeks. 

The Dolphin will be in command of Com- 
mander Henry W. Lyons. The crew is now 
being made up and drilled on the recruiting 
ship Vermont. While the Dolphin is one of 
the smaller vessels of the service, she is one 
of the fastest ships afloat. Her speed will 
be increased with the improvements made 
to her engines and the ncw boilers.

Pleased with His Appointment to a 
Consulship. 


There was much joy in the “ Tenderloin ” 
last night, and in the ‘“‘ Amen corner” of 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, too, for the news 
circulated quickly that President McKinley 
had nominated ‘“ Sol”’ Berliner for the Con- 
sulship to Terneriffe, in the Canary Islands. 
“Sol” forgot, in the pride of office with 
which he swelled, as he walked through the 
corridor of the Fifty Avenue Hotel, the 
years of waiting he had struggled through 
when he was a Tammany brave, and of the 
arduous duties he performed during the 
Presidential campaign, when Senator Platt 
used to send him to Albany not less than 


three times a week. All of these hardships 
were effaced from his memory, and he 
thought only of the luxurious climate in 
which he would bask for the next few 
years. He had evidently consulted a zet- 
teer on the location of the island which is 
to be his Consular home, for, when asked 
about the place, he rattled off glibly enough 
that it was in latitude 28 degrees 35 min- 
utes north, longitude 16 degrees 55 minutes 
west, and that it was sixty miles long, and 
contained about 1,000 square miles. He 
knew, also, that the island is of volcanic 
formation, but his friends say that there 
was one thing in connection with the island 
that he did not know, which, when it was 
told to him, swept away his visions of ease 
and comfort. That was that the island was 
a Spanish possession. 

The story goes that when this fact was 
imparted to him he was much disturbed. 
Finally he regained his self-possession and 
was bursting with patriotic fervor. He in- 
formed his hearers that since President 
McKinley, realizing that only stanch patri- 
ots meatd be placed on guard, had selected 
him to fill an office where the interests of 
Americans were at stake, he would do his 
best to fulfill the trust. Then he invited 
every one present to have a drink. He ex- 
plained that the Consulshi was worth 
about $600 a year in fees, and that he want- 
ed to spend some of it in America. 


NAVAL MILITIA APPROPRIATION 


Navy Department’s Division of $50,000 
Among the States. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The Navy De- 
partment has just completed the allotment 
among the States of the appropriation of 
$50,000 made for the assistagce of the 
Naval Militia organizations. The allot- 
ments are smaller this year than hereto- 


fore owing to the fact that while the ap- 
propriation remains stationary the organi- 
zations are increasing in number, hence the 
effort now being made to secure from Con- 
gress an increase of the appropriation to

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The President 
to-day sent to the Senate a full record of 
the proceedings between the United States 
and Great Britain in the arbitration relat- 
ing tc the compensation for the seizure of 
British ships in Bering Sea under the treaty 
of Feb. 29, 1892. 

The collection of documents includes the 
correspondence and notes of a di>’ atic 


character bearing upon the subj but 
most of them bear date prior to the mak- 
ing of the award. A statement of the Gov- 
ernment’s counsel, consisting of Messrs. 
Don M. Dickinson, Robert Lansing, and 
Charles B. Warren, is appended, in which 
they say: 

“If there are serious questions as to the 
validity of the award in the light of prece- 
dent and authority, yet, in view of the his- 
tory of the controversy and in the existing 
conditions, as well as because of the com- 
paratively small amount of the aggregate 
award, we venture to express the hope that 
the result will be accepted by our Govern- 
ment.”’ 


SILVER DOLLAR COINAGE. 


Statement Sent to the Senate by Sec- 
retary Gage. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — Secretary 
Gage, in reply to a resolution relative to 
the coinage of standard silver dollars from 
bullion purchased under the provisions of 
the act of July 14, 1890, to-day sent to the 

Senate this statement: 

“The total amount, cost, and coining 
value in standard silver dollars of silver 
bullion purchased under the act of July 14, 
1890, is as follows: Fine ounces purchased, 
168,674,682; cost, $155,931,002; coining value, 
$218,084,438. 

“From Aug. 13, 1890, to Nov. 1, 1892, 


there were coined from this bullion 36,087,- 
285 standard silver dollars, containing 27,- 
911,259 fine ounces, costing $29,110,186, giv- 
ing a seigniorage of $6,977,098, from which 
there were paid for expenses of distributing 
silver dollars $77,175, and $22,730 to reim- 
burse in part the bullion fund for silver 
sold in sweeps and wasted by, the operative 
officers of the respective mints from Aug. 
13, 1890, to Nov. 1, 1892, and the remainder, 
$6,877,192, was paid into the Treasury. 

‘“‘From Nov. 1, 1893, to Feb. 1, 1898, there 
were coined from this bullion 37,735,572 
standard silver dollars, containing 29,186,- 
106 ounces of fine silver, costing $25,922,916, 
giving seigniorage of $11,812,655, all of which 
has been deposited in the Treasury of the 
United States. 

“The balance, cost. and coining value in 
standard silver dollars of silver bullion pur- 
chased under the provisions of the act of 
July 14, 1890, on hand Feb. 1, 1898, was: 
Fine ounces, 111,513,746; cost, $100,835,363; 
coining value, $144,179,389, which, when 
coined into silver dollars, will give a seign- 
lorage of $43,344,025."" 


Pensions for ex-Confederates. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The Invalid 
Pensions Committee has agreed on and fa- 
vorably reported the Gibson bill extending 
the benefits of the act of June 27, 1890, to 


men who served less than six months in the 
Confederate Army, and who joined the 
Union Army before Sept. 1, 1864, and did 
not enlist out of a prison in a Northern 
State. The bill provoked an animated dis- 
cussion, but was finally agreed on by a 
vote of 8 to 4.

Klondike Relief Expedition Un- 
loaded and Will Leave for 
Seattle To-night. 


LAPPS AND FINNS AMAZED 


They Gaze in Wonderment on Our 
Tall Buildings and Perspire in the 
Wintry Atmosphere—Some- 
thing About Them. 


The steamship Manitoban yesterday un- 
loaded Dr. Sheldon Jackson’s fragment of 
Lapland into Jersey City, and Jerseyites 
crowded to see their temporary acquisition. 
It was an exhibition that even New York- 
ers were induced to travel over the ferries 
to see, for New York, with its unequaled 
opportunities for ethnological study, does 
not have colonies of Lapland reindeer driv- 
ers in their native costumes landing every 
day. Then, too, there were the herders’ 
wives, with faces like red apples, and six 
brides, some young, with faces like redder 
apples, and then there were -the funny- 
looking little children and the funnier- 
looking babies, done up like Indian pap- 
pooses. They made 113, all told, and, as re- 
lated in THe New YorK TIMES yesterday, 
they had with them 537 reindeer, 418 sleds, 
511 sets of harness, and 3,800 bags of arctic 
moss for fodder for the deer. 

The Manitopan, which -had arrived at 
Quarantine the preceding night, after a 
voyage of twenty-four days, and 4,000 miles 
from Bosekop, Arctic Lapland, Norway, 


went up to the Central Stock Yards, foot of 
Sixth Street, Jersey City, at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. The Laplanders were seen 
in groups about the decks as she warped in. 
oe were looking in evident amazement 
at the tall buildings in New York. Most of 
them had never seen anything more preten- 
tious than the log hotel at Bosekop, and 
were accustomed to the mud huts that 
serve for shelter in their nomadic life, fol- 
lowing the herds. 

Dt. Sheldon Jackson, United States Gen- 
eral Agent of Education, who first intro- 
duced domestic reindeer into Alaska, had 
doffed his deerskin tunic, as had William A. 
Kjellmann, Superintendent of the Govern- 
ment reindeer herd in Alaska, who collect- 
ed the deer and their drivers for the Gov- 
ernmes&i’s Klondike relief service. 


Arranging for the Transfer. 


Lieut. Col. Kimball, the Quartermaster 
General of this department of the army; 
Col. J. F. Wiston of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment and Manager of the Transportation 
Bureau of the Army; Capt. J. W. Littell of 


the Quartermaster’s Department, and 
Lieut. D. B. Devore, disbursing officer of the 
expedition, were conveyed to the pier in the 
Quartermaster’s boat General Meigs, to ar- 
range for the transfer of the steamer’s car- 
go to the special train that is to convey it 
to Seattle. It is made up in two sections 
each having fourteen specially prepared 
stock cars, five box cars, three baggage 
cars, a cooking car, and two tourist cars. 
F. W. Barksdale of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, which has the contract for overland 
transportation, is in immediate charge of 
the train arrangement, and, barring ob- 
stacles, the start toward Seattle will be 
mad? to-night. 

The first work yesterday was the debarka- 
tion of the deer from their pens on the 
steamer to the pens in the stock yards. 
They were quartered between decks and in 
built-up deck pens on shipboard, five deer 
to the pen. 

The deer are mostly white, though some 
are of brownish color and some grayish. 
All were dehorned before embarkation for 
mutual preservation. The butts of the 
antlers had also been shed, so that the rein- 
deer were not as picturesque as the Dunder 
and Blitzen of Santa Claus tales. Nor are 
reindeer comparable with our deer in beauty. 
They stand about 3 feet high and average in 
weight 200 pounds. When their antlers at- 
tain their full size some extend 7 feet from 
tip to tip, each antler having about three 
prongs, though they vary in number. An- 
other prong shaped like a palm leaf and 
extending out from the centre of the fore- 
head suggests a shovel. 

After the deer were taken off the moss 
was unloaded, and then the sleds and har- 
ness. The harnesses are made of rope, 
leather, or gut. A strap around the neck 
connects with a pair of hames, and a strap 
across each side of the front legs connects 
underneath with a girth, from which a sin- 
gle trace passes between the back legs to 
the sled. 

The sled is made of flat strips of the 
scrub pine that constitutes the only ap- 
proach to forest in Lapland. There is a 
centre keel of stouter timber four or five 
inches wide, that rounds up forward like 
the stem of a vessel, and the thinner strips 
are set side by side, like the staves of a 
barrel, held in place by ribs inside, which 
are held by wooden pegs. The strips nar- 
row from the rear to a mere point forward, 
where they are gathered and held in place 
by a thong. The sled practically runs on 
its keel. The average length of the sleds 
or toboggans, as we might call them, is 
seven feet; they are about two feet wide 
and four inches deep. They can hold 250 
pounds of goods. A few of them are fitted 
with back boards, so that a driver can:lean 
back, but most of them are open at the 
back. 

The herders are of three races. There are 
Lapps, Finns, and Norwegians among 
them. The Lapps and Finns dress alike; the 
Norwegians in the party wore the same 
kind of caps, part of their Klondike outfit, 
but in other respects their clothing might 
have come from an east side sweat shop. 
The Laplanders are fond of bright colors, 
and in their rough skin costume they work 
in a surprising amount of brilliant orna- 
mentation. The cap affords the best oppor- 
tunity, principally in the large top, and red 
or scarlet predominates. Tassels of red and 
yellow also adorn the vertical seam at the 
side of the band or cap proper, and in some 
cases scarfs are worn of fabric into which 
are introduced all the colors of the rainbow 
and their shades. 

They have a change of costume suitable 
for the warmest of weather, and a number 
of the women and a few of the men wore 
it yesterday, for to them this was swelter- 
ing weather, and the perspiration stood out 
on their foreheads, while Jerseyites stand- 
ing on the pier shivering were blue in the 
face and looked as though they would pre- 
fer the mosquito season. 

The Finns and Lapps are, in the main, lit- 
tle folks, though a few men w: ; tall as 
5 feet 8 inches or 5 feet 9 inch ‘ive feet 
5 inches and 5 feet 6 inches were more 
common, and the women are little over 
four feet. Some of the men have beards, 
but most of them have none, or at most 
scraggly hair.. Cne has to sometimes look 
twice to tell whether he is looking at a 
man or a woman. Some of the women are 
painfully homely. One woman sat on 
a hatch, looking as broad as she was long 
in her cumbersome furs. In her lap was a 
baby, fitted in a scooped-out wooden cradle 
like a narrow chopping dish. In this the 
babe was completely hidden from view, 
swaddled in cloths, and dish and all in 
turn bundled up. Even the breathing vent 
was not in evidence. 

A young bride, of twenty-two years, per- 
haps, was the c»omeliest looking., Her cheeks 
were plump and rosier than a rose. Her 
husband was a goodly looking chap, with 
hair that fell over his ears to his shoulders. 

The Finns and Lapps are an exception- 
ally peaceful people and a moral one, but 
they pay little or no attention to cleanli- 
ness. They are Lutherans, and in their 
wanderings they visit the villages in which 
the ministers are distributed in their terri- 
tory to attend church when they can on 
Sundays and to have hymenial compacts 
effected. 

The most conspicuous of the Lapps, and a 
fine looking and intelligent man, is Samuel 
Johannesen Balto, who, as reported yester- 
day, was with Nansen. Balto is rather 
dark for his race and has just a suggestion 
of a goatee. He cannot speak English, but 
when requested, through his interpreter, he 
with evident pride exhibited the decorations 
conferred upon him by King Oscar II. for 
his services on the arctic expedition. 

The deer cost $10 a head; harness, $2.60 a 
set; sleds, $3.50 each; the total cost being 
approximately $8,000. The herdsmen were 
induced to come only because they were 
offered $268 a year and keep, which is 
about three times what they can make at 
home. Lieut. Devore said that the charter 
price of the steamer was $14,000. The total 
cost of the expedition to date has been 
about $40,000. 

Lieut. Devore and Mr. Kjellmann will ac- 
company the expedition to Seattle, Mr. 
Kjellman proceeding to Dyea, which has 
been settled upen as the Pont of landing in 
Alaska. There the expedition will be dis- 
tributed to various relief stations.

Persons Endangered 


One Life Supposed to Have 
Been Lost... 


A fire in the four-story frame dguble ten- 
ement house at 171 and 173 Wallabout 
Street. Williamsburg, at 1 o'clock this 
morning, completely gutted the premises. 
There were thirty-two families, consisting 
of ninety-five persons, living in the tene- 
ment, all of whom were saved, except one 
man, who is believed to have been burned 
to death. He was Moses Brogell, the own- 


er of a drug store on the ground floor. 
Three rsons were injured. 

The fire was discovered in the toilet room 
on the third floor by Isaac Simon, who lived 
there with his wife and nine children. He 
ran to the street and raised an outcry. Al- 
bert Stover of 140 Pulaski Street was pass- 
ing on a car and heard the cry. In hurrying 
to turn in an alarm he felY and broke his 
arm. When the alarm was turned in John 
Ward and John Whalen ran into the build- 
ing and rescued many of the tenants. Ber- 
tha Gelberg, fifty-five years old, of the sec- 
ond floor, jumped from the window and 
broke her right arm and hip. Sarah Tafe, 
twenty-five years old, also one from a 
window and broke both legs. he injured 
were removed to St. James’s Hospital. 


The police think the fire was of incendiary 
origin. 


COL. J. T. SCHARF DEAD. 


Col. John Thomas Scharf, the author, 
politician, and Confederate veteran, died at 
his home, 80 Manhattan Avenue, yesterday, 
of paralysis of the heart and pneumonia. 
He had been ill for three days. 

Col. Scharf was born on May 1, 1843, in 
Baltimore, his father, Thomas G. Scharf, 
having been a merchant. He was graduated 
at Georgetown University, which gave him 
the degrees of M. A. and LL. D. In 1861 he 
joined the Confederate Army, and was 
wounded in ‘the battles of Cedar Mountain 
and the second battle of Bull Run. 

He participated in the engagements of 
Gen. Joseph E. Johnston up to the battle 


of Seven Pines. Later he served under 
Gens, A. P. Hill and Ewell, and was wound- 
ed at Manassas and Chancellorsville, seri- 
Ofisly at the latter place. In 1863 he was ap- 
ointed a Midshipman in the Confederate 
avy for his gallantry, and took part, in 
1864, in the capture of the Newborn, off the 
coast of North Carolina. 

When Beauregard evacuated Savannah he 
was sent on his way to Canada with Con- 
federate dispatches, but was captured in 
crossing the Potomac and imprisoned at 
Washington. He would have been tried as 
~ spy had not President Johnson pardoned 

m., 

On the organization of the Second Regi- 
ment after the war he was elected its Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, having previously served in 
the Fifth Regiment as Captain. He later 
served on the staff of Brig. Gen. R. H. 
Carr and Gen. Oden Bowie. He served in 
the Maryland Legislature, and wrote a his- 
tory of Maryland, among other works. 

e was appointed Chinese Inspector for 
the Southern District of New York in 1893, 
and resigned last September.

LATTIMER MURDER TRIALS 


A Witness Says a Man Stood Be- 
hind the Line of Deputies and 
Urged the Strikers On. 


MINERS PREPARED FOR STRIFE 


Testimony that They Were Armed and 
Threatened to Burn the Breaker— 
People Left Their Homes at 
Night for Safety. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Feb. 28.—The ju- 
rors in the trial of Sheriff Martin and his 
deputies for the shooting of strikers at Lat- 
timer afl came into court this morning in ex, 
cellent health. 

The first witness, Miss Cora Henibach of 
Lattimer, testified that on Sept. 10, the day 
of the shooting, she heard a woman who 
was running past her house call out that 
the strikers from Harwood were coming and 
that she was going to find her husband and 
make him hide. “I was afraid they would 
blow up the town,” continued the witness, 
“so I ran to the schoolhouse and asked the 
teacher, Miss Coyle, to excu& my little sis- 
ter, as I knew she would be safer at home. 
She did 90, and I hurried home with the lit- 
tle girl. We were all going up stairs to hide 
in the garret when the shooting commenced. 
There were a few single shots, and then a 
volley. I did not hear any shots after the 
volley.”’ 

Stephen Guitenmiller testified: ‘‘I was 
driving from West Hazleton to Lattimer, 
and got there just as the deputies lined up 
along the roadside. I stood some little dis- 


stance behind them and saw the strikers 
come up. As they approached I saw a man 
standing behind the deputies. He was a big 
fellow and had no coat on. I saw him wave 
his arms and beckon the strikers to come 
on. They did so. After stopping a moment 
with the Sheriff, they pushed past him and 
on toward the deputies. They were close 
to them when the shooting commenced.” 

John Wolfe, a conductor on the trolley 
road, said he saw the strikers near Har- 
ley’s Hotel just at the entrance to Latti- 
mer, They were armed with clubs, some 
large, others small. 

George Mane of Hazleton said he was 
with the Sheriff at Crystal Ridge a few 
days before the shooting, and saw the 
Sheriff disperse a number of strikers. As 
they went away, one cried: ‘‘ We'll corne 
back to-night to burn the breaker.”’ 


Family Walked Two Miles for Safety. 


Mrs. Catharine Craig, whose house is near 
the spet where the shooting occurred at 
Lattimer, saw the Sheriff advance to stop 
the strikers. 

“They pushed and pulled him around,” 
she said, ‘“‘ and crowded past him and went 
toward the deputies. Then I became fright- 
ened and ran into the house with my two 
boys. The shooting commenced about that 
time, There were a few scattered shots, 
then a volley. That night we heard the 
strikers were coming to burn or blow up 


the town, and nearly everybody left the 
town. Our family walked to Milnesville 
at 2 o’clock in the morning. 

Burgess W. W. Smith of West Hazleton 
testified that on Sept. 3 he saw about fifty 
strikers drive the men from the Cuyle strip- 
pings by throwing stones at them. The 
Burgess went on to say that after Sept. 3 
he ordered Policeman Jones to place on 
duty three special policemen to aid him at 
night, owing to the fear of violence at the 
hands of the strikers. 

Oliver Leibensberger, a builder and con- 
tractor of Hazleton, hearing that the strik- 
ers were going to march to Milnesville or 
Lattimer, rode out on his bicycle to those 
places and, after finding they were bound 
for Lattimer he rode there, passing on the 
yway some twelve or fifteen strikers, who 
pursued him, crying: ‘* Kill him, kill him.’ 

‘I got behind the line of the deputies,” 
he said, ‘‘some thirty feet, and watched 
the strikers approaching. When they drew 
near, Sheriff Martin said to his deputies: 
‘ Boys, I want you to keep a cool head. This 
is the worst crowd we’ve ever met.’ 


Sheriff Martin Fell to His Knees. 


“One of the deputies asked the Sheriff if 
he did not want a deputy to go with him. 
‘No,’ he replied, ‘I'll go alone.’ He did, 
advancing with a paper in his hand, and as 
he neared them held up one hand to stop 
them. I could not hear what he said, there 
was such a clamor. The first ranks halted, 
but the men behind called to them to go 
ahead. Then a man in the third rank 
rushed upon the Sheriff, who dropped the 
paper and grabbed the man with his left 
hand and pulled his revolver with his right. 
Then they forced him back into the gutter 
and crowded around him so that I could 
not see him. A lot of them rushed upon 


the deouties, and when they were within 
fifteen feet | heard an order to fire given. 
There was a shot, a couple of more shots, 
and then a voiley. The whole front rank 
fell down, some shot and some perhaps 
dropping to avoid being shot. When the 
crowd was fleeing I saw Sheriff Martin 
arising from his knees near the gutter.” 

William J. Evans, a reporter, said that, 
hearing a disturbance at West Hazleton on 
the afternoon of Sept. 10, he went there, 
and found the strikers along one side of 
the road and the deputies on the other side. 
He saw one of the strikers in the act of 
throwing a stone at A, P. Platt, a deputy. 
The witness went with the deputies to Lat- 
timer, and stood about sixteen feet from 
the edge of the line. He said, in describ- 
ing the shooting: 

“TI saw Sheriff Martin go out to meet the 
strikers, and heard a deputy ask him if he 
should not go along. He said ‘No,’ and 
went on alone. When the strikers stopped 
near him I saw the Sheriff grab at a man, 
and then forty or fifty men pounced on him 
and pushed him along to the edge of the 
road. Some crowded past hi® and pushed 
on toward the deputies, and the shooting 
commenced. After the shooting I saw three 
men lying dead together, and close to the 
hand of one of them was a revolver. I 
picked it up, stuck it in my pocket, and re- 
ported it to the Sheriff. I kept it until the 
inquest, when I gave it to Coroner Mc- 
Kee.”’ 

Coroner McKee procaged the pistol, ahd it 
was placed in evidence. 

rans testified that the volley fired by 
the deputies came from the centre of the 
ats. John Koons of Hazleton testified to 
being called by the Chief of Police to treat 
two wounded men in the jail. One of the 
men declined to be examined, although he 
claimed he had a broken arm, and the ex- 
amination had to be made by force. There 
was no fracture of the arm. The other man 
had two slight scalp wounds. 

John Landmessor, an old resident of West 
Hazleton, testified to advising the strikers 
to disperse and go home and pay attention 
to the Sheriff’s proclamation. The strikers 
declined to listen, and replied: ‘ The Sher- 
iff is no good.”

ORANGE, N. J., Feb. 28.—The funeral of 
the late Rev. William M. R. Callan, for 
twenty years pastor of the Church of Our 
Lady of the Valley, in this city, was held 


this morning. The church was crowded, 
and several thousand or were compelled 
to remain outside during the entire service.

EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY BILL. 


Radical and Far-Reaching Measure 
Introduced by Senator Ford. 
ALBANY, Feb. 28.—Senator Ford to-night 
introduced a bill entitled ‘‘ An act to pro- 
vide compensation to workmen for acci- 
dental injuries suffered in the course of 
their employment.”’ The bill is far-reach- 
ing in its operations and radical in its pro- 
visions. In explanation of it Senator Ford 

said; 

“The bill provides for compensation to 
workmen engaged in certain occupations, 
including the most hazardous, for all acci- 
dents arising out of their employment. It 
is not directed at employers, and does not 
imply that they do not deal justly with 
their men. It is intended to cause the cost 
of these accidents to be included in the 
working expenses of the business, as are 
rents, insurances, accidents to machinery, 
&c., none of which is the employer’s fault, 
but. all of which, together with cost of ma- 
terial and wages of labor, fall on him as 
the only means of being added to the price 
of the product, and so being paid eventually 
by the consumer. e 

“It ie not a new thing. A bill on exactly 
the same lines was passed last year by the 
English Parliament, being an administra- 
tion measure of the Conservative Party. 
A bill providing larger benefits has been 
passed by the French Chamber of Deputies. 
The Australian colonies, from whom we 
have borrowed our election law and other 
good things, all have similar acts. 

‘The bill does not repeal nor displace the 
present employers’ Hiability laws, which 
are common-law principles, and give a 
man a right to recover for the ‘tort’ of 
an injury when caused by another man’s 
wrong or neglect. This bill merely gives a 
right to partial compensation when the 
injury is nobody’s fault in particular. 

‘“‘The principle in this bill has been again 
and again indorsed by labor organizations, 
including the Federation of Labor and the 
Knights of Labor. It was prepared by a 
committee of the Social Reform Club of 
New York, appointed for that purpose, on 
which committee several prominent labor 
representatives are serving. 

‘Similar bills, I am told, are to be in- 
troduced in other Legislatures, and also in 
Congress, for the purpose of covering inter- 
State employments. 

“The bill provides for only half wages 
during disablement, so as to prevent, first, 
getting hurt on purpose, and, second, ma- 
lingering, or pretending to be injured when 
one is not. 

*“‘“Such a measure will hurt nobody, and 
will be a general blessing.” 


CHARTER AMENDMENT BILLS. 


Their Approval by Cities Committee 
Puzzles Assembly Democrats, 


ALBANY, Feb. 28.—Democrats in the As- 
sembly are puzzled at the action of the 
Cities Committee in reporting out a number 
of bills affecting the Greater New York 
which belong to the class of charter amend- 
ments which Gov. Black is supposed to 
have forbidden. 

Most of these measures come from As- 
semblyman Brennan of Kings, who is the 
most prolific author of new bills of the ses- 
sion, having thirty-three to his credit al- 
ready. Among his city bills so far reported 
favorably are two granting back pay to 
certain clerks and employes of the collec- 
tion department of the City of Brooklyn, 


one establishing a uniformed force of steam 
engineers in the Water Department, and an- 
other adding two Justices to the Municipal 
Court bench, increasing the salaries of all 
the Justices, and. making other radical 
changes in the charter provisions concern- 
ing the court. All of these bills will be op- 
posed by the Democrats, who had supposed, 
in view of Gov. Black’s attitude against 
charter changes, that they would be held 
up in committee. 

The impression is that the ee of 
these bills is intended by the Republican 
leaders as a concession to the Kings County 
members like Messrs. Breanan, Davis, and 
Tiffany, all of whom, immediately after the 
election, made a feint at being independ- 
ent. Chairman Marshall of the Assembly 
Cities Committee is a Kings County man, 
and he is being permitted to report these 
charter amendments of Brooklyn origin, 
with the idea that, even if they pass the 
Assembly, they will be smothered in the 
Senate Committee on Cities. Chairman 
Stranahan of that committee has a her- 
metically sealed casket awaiting all such 
fmeasures, and he~has undertaken to see 
> i a of them get to Gov. Black’s

Assemblyman Sanford of Westchester has in- 
troduced a bill forbidding the construction or 
operation of an electric railway of any kind on 
Pelham Dale Avenue, in the Village of Pelham 
Manor, between the Pelham Road and the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford ilroad, or on 
the Pelham Road, between the New York City 
boundary and Neptune Street, in the Village of 
New Rochelle, except upon the written consent 
of a majority in mumbers and value of the prop- 
erty owners. 

Among the bills passed in the Senate last 
night were those of Senator E. R. Brown, amend- 
ing the railroad laws relative to grade crossings; 
Senator Brush’s, providing for the treatment of 
persons diseased or dangerous from the use of 
alcoholic stimulants, opiates, narcotics, or drugs, 
and Senator Burns’s, providing for the payment 
of the services rendered to the City of New York 
after annexation by the volunteer firemen of that 
portion of Westchester County annexed to the 
City of New York. 

Last year Senator Wray introduced a Dill, 
which was passed, providing for the appointment 
of a commission to depress the railroad tracks 
on Atlantic Avenue, in Brooklyn. The Com- 
missioners have not taken any action uncer the 
authority of that law because of a provision 
which seemed to require that the work should 
not.be done until the completion of the East 
River tunnel. Last night Senator Wray intro- 
duced & bill to remove this restriction and di- 
rect the Commissioners to begin the work of 
the depression of the tracks at once. 

Mr. Hill of Erie introduced in the House last 
night a bill which is believed to relieve canal- 
boat owners of the charges for loading and un- 
loading grain, and puts it upon the consigner or 
consignee. The canal boatmen say that while 
this would relieve them, it would not reduce the 
present rates or allow competition with the rail- 
roads. The bill provides that no person, firm, 
corporation, or association shall demand, give, re- 
ceive personally or by an agent or other repre- 
sentative a bill of lading of a cargo of any kind 
transported on a vessel navigating any canal of 
the State, which does not specifically provide on 
the face thereof that the cargo shipped shall be 
loaded and unloaded free of charge to the master 
or owner, and that the charges for loading and 
‘unloading shall not be a charge upon ofr lien 
against such vessel. 


REGENTS MAKE THEIR REPORT. 


Increase in Attendance at Colleges, 
Professional, and Technical 
Schools Shown. 


ALBANY, Feb. 28—In comparing the 
universities of the State, the Board of Re- 
gents, in its annual report, states that Co- 
lumbia leads, with 289 teachers, 1,921 stu- 
dents, and a net property of $17,905,277. 
Cornell is a close second, followed by New 
York and Syracuse unlversities, 

The colleges and professional and tech- 
nical schools in seven years have increased 
their expenditures from $2,733,860 to $5,771,- 
325, the value of buildings and grounds 
from $15,129,028 to $28,447,974; library and 
apparatus from $1,896,959 to $3,542,456, and 
the total property owned from $39,045,604 
to $77,148,944. ‘ 

The number of institutions has increased 
in five years from 81 to 101, the students 
from 22,062 to 28,007, and the graduates re- 
ceiving first degrees from 2,305 to 2,728. 

During tne past three years the medical 
students have increased from 3,420 to 4,025, 
a gain of 605 in three years, or 150 last 
year. In law the gain has been from 1,486 
to 2,041. Students already holding academic 
dégrees have increased from 510 to 652, 
while receipts have grown from $124,857.32 
to $187,151.88. 

Five years ago one-quarter of the aca- 
demic students werein private schools. In 
1897 the number had fallen to one-sixth. 

The number of boys in high schools rose 
to 19,504, a gain of 68 per cent., and of 
girls to 24,322, a gain of 49 per cent. The 
extraordinary increase in the number of 
boys remaining in the high schools has been 
for the period in which the State has ex- 
acted a preliminary high school education 
before students can take the courses and 
degrees of the professional schools and re- 
ceive licenses to practice in New York. 
The sworn reports from these institutions 
have more than justified the claims of those 
who predicted the greatest practical gain 
to education from the establishment of 
the higher standard. New York now has in 
her high schools and academies 53,464 stu- 
dents, or one-eleventh of the whole number 
in the United States. 


CITIZENS’ ELECTION APPEALS. 


Stewart's and Okie’s Contests for As-< 
sembly Seats Heard in Albany. 


ALBANY, Feb. 28.—In the Court of Ap- 
peals to-day there came up for argument 
the appeal of Perez M. Stewart, who con- 
tests the seat of Assemblyman Solomon C. 
Weill, from the Nineteenth District, and 
Howard P. Okie, who contests the seat in 
the New York City Board of Aldermen of 
John S. Geagan. Both contestants ran on 
the Citizens’ ticket, and their opponents 
who were declared elected are regular 
Democratic Party men. 

It is an appeal from the orders of the Ap- 
ellate Division reversing two orders made 
y Justice Andrews, dismissing the several 
applications of Stewart and Okie, now re- 
spondents, under order to show cause for 
peremptory writs of mandamus. These pro- 
ceedings at Special Term practically consti- 
tuted an application to do away with 
boards of sworn election Inspectors and 
their formal returns, and substitute there- 
for, tnrough the interposition of the court, 
poll clerks, with their memorandum tally 
sheets, uncertified and not required to be 
kept inviolate like the returns.

The court will hold open ses- 
sions in the board room of the Army Build- 
ing, in Whitehall Street. The court has 
come to New York to examine the accounts 
of Capt. Carter with the Union Trust Com- 
pany, and it is understood that some effort 


will also be made to get information from 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company, where 
Capt. B. D. Green deposited the $570,000 re- 
ceived on the contracts of 1896 in both Sa- 
vannah Harbor and Cumberland Sound.

LETTER FROM RICHARD CROKER 


Policy of the Democratic Leaders to 
Carry Out the Pledges Made to 
the People in the Last Mu- 
nicipal Campaign. 


ALBANY, Feb. 28.—Senator Jacob A. Can- 
tor received an explanation to-night of the 
attitude taken by the Tammany Executive 
Committee upon the Biennial Session Dill. 
Richard Croker sent him the following let- 
ter: 

“ Our organization at the meeting of the 
Executive Committee held on Saturday last 
declared it to be the policy of Tammany 
Hall to carry out its pledges made to the 
people of this city during the last municipal 
campaign to favor anti-trust legislation, dol- 
lar gas, and excise, and to demand absolute 
home rule for this city and for the cities 
and other localities of the State. 

‘We ask only for ourselves what we are 
willing to concede to the rest of the State, 
I should like to have you call the attention 
of the Democratic representatives in both 
houses to our views, not only on these ques- 
tions, but also on the subject of the reduc- 
tion of telephone rates and biennial sessions, 
which we favor, and if the Republicans who 
control the L>gislature are unwilling to sup- 
port the Democratic measures already in- 
troduced in reference to these subjects or 
any of them, then it should be the Demo- 
cratic policy to invite the Republicans to in- 
troduce measures of their own, covering al) 
these important matters, and pledging 
Democratic support to them. 

‘““We are only too anxious to pass all 
these bilis in the interests of the whole peo- 
ple, no matter which political party derives 
benefit from their enactment. 

“We cannot go too far to show our 
faith, to carry out the pledges we 
made the people, 

The Democrats of the Senate and Assem- 
bly will caucus to-morrow night in joint 
session and allege that they will have an 
open session. In conformity with sugges- 
tions made by Mr. Croker in his letter to 
Senator Cantor, they will hotify the Repub- 
licans that if the biennial session bill is of 
benefit to New York State outside of New 
York City they will support it, and in re- 
turn ask the support of bills for cheaper 
gas, cheaper telephones, &c.

ALLEGED CIVIL SERVICE DEAL. 


Platt-Croker Agreement to Let in 


Hundreds of Clamoring Braves. 


ALBANY, Feb. 28.—The existence of an 
agreement between Mr. Platt and Mr. Cro- 
ker, by which the New York City Civil Serv- 
ice Commission is to make its new rules lax 
enough to let in the clamoring hundreds of 
Tammany place hunters, and these rules 
are to be approved by the State board, is 
charged here by politicians of prominence 
attached to neither of the machines. 

It is reported here that such a deal is un- 
derstood among the lesser Tammany leaders 
to have been consummated, and the word 
has been passed along the line to the 
boys,” who have become impatient with 
their long wait on the outside, that every- 
thing will be “all right” after about the 
ist of March. It is soon after that date 
that the bouncing of Mayor Strong’s ap- 
pointees is expected to begin under the new 
civil service rules. 

The consideration to be given in return 
for the approval of these rules by the Platt 
State Board is not set forth. It is supposed 
to include the retention of the few regular 
Platt men now in the New York City serv- 
ice, but as that would seem an insufficient 


reward, the suggestion has been made that 
Mr, Croker’s death-bed repentance on the 
biennial sessions question may have been a 
part of the price. The vote on that ques- 
tion in the Assembly last week showed that 
its margin of votes was uncomfortably 
short, and it is hinted that Mr. Croker may 
have undertaken to deliver Tammany’s 
votes for the amendment, so as to make its 
passage sure, in return for Mr. Platt’s ap- 
proval of the Tammany civil service rules. 
If, as alleged, the understanding is that 
no Republican regulars are to be removed, 
it is pointed out that such a trade would 
be a profitable one for Senator Platt. 

The proposed deal, it is said, explains the 
failure of Tammany to push the Grady 
Civil Service bill, and accounts for the con- 
fidence felt in Tammany circles that the 
letting down of the bars is soon to occur. 

At the office of the State Civil Service 
Board it was announced to-day that noth- 
ing had been heard from the New York 
City Commission about its new rules. 


EX-GOV. HILL ON THE LIBEL BILL. 


Regards It as an Unwise Measure, and 
Hopes It Will Not Pass. 


ALBANY, Feb. 28.—David B. Hill, having 
had the satisfaction of seeing Richard 
Croker adopt his policy on biennial ses- 
sions, has given the Tammany chieftain an- 
other opportunity to follow his lead by de- 
claring against the Bllsworth anti-News- 
paper bill. Mr. Croker is understood to fa- 
vor this proposed law, and his personal rep- 
resentative, Senator Grady, is only less ar- 
dent in its advocacy than Mr. Ellsworth 
himself. The Tammany rank and file say 
no orders have been received, but they ex- 
pect to be obliged to vote for the bill 
against their wills. 

Ex-Senator Hill has been opposing the 
measure in a quiet way for some time, and 
to-night he made public the following state- 
ment concerning it. 

“T regard the measure as unwise, and 
hope it will not pass. But, whether it passes 
or not, I trust the Democrats in the Legis- 
lature will be recorded against it, and allow 
the Republicans to accept the full responsi- 
bility for its becoming a law. It would be 


a mistake, in my opinion, to facilitate the 
progress or to assist in the enactment of 
such an ill-advised and unnecessary meas- 
ure. No honest public man need be afraid 
of the criticisms or witticisms of the press. 
My views upon this subject are not new. 

“Tf such legislation is sanctioned, where 
is the line to be drawn? If it shall be de- 
clared unlawful to print one’s picture with- 
out his. express consent, will it not soon 
be claimed that the same exemption should 
apply to one’s house, farm, store, horse, and 
other possessions? Would not the neces- 
sary exceptions which such a measure 
should contain destroy its efficacy and dis- 
appoint the expectatiogs of its friends? 

“It may well be quéeStioned whether such 
proposed legislation is in the right direc- 
tion and whether it is not treading on dan- 
gerous ground. I believe that no public 
good would be subserved by the passage of 
the bill.’’ 

This is taken here as a practical throw- 
ing down of the gauntlet by the ex-Sena- 
tor. In the view of the politicians, it pre- 
sents Mr. Croker a painful alternative in 
that he must either allow Hill the credit 
of leading the opposition to a most unpop- 
u’ar measure or swallow Hill’s platform 
whole. 

It is intimated that ex-Senator Hill’s op- 
position to the Ellsworth bill may have its 
chief effect on the Brooklyn representatives, 
who are sore over the ridiculous position in 
which they have been placed by Croker’s 
biennial sessions somersault. Certain of 
the Kings County Democrats are indignant 
at their treatment in that matter, and say 
they do not Know but that they will be 
treated the same way on the Ellsworh 
bill. In this wood, there is a possibility that 
they may decide to follow Hill’s lead in- 
stead of Croker’s. 


Big Sale of Adirondack Land Bonds. 


ALBANY, Feb. 28.—Controller James A. 
Roberts to-day sold to Joseph E. Gavin of 
Buffalo $400,000 worth of Adirondack land 
purchase bonds. The price paid was 104.415. 
The total amount bid for was $2,400,000, al- 
though but $400.000 were for sale. The low- 
est bid was 102.75. The basis of the success- 
ful bid was .0296. ‘The bonds date from Feb, 
1, 1898, and draw interest at the rate of 
3% per cent per annum, payable semi-an- 
nually,. One-half of the issue will run nine 
years, maturing Feb. 1, 1907, and the re- 
mainder will mature on Feb. 1, 1908. Unlike 
the canal bonds they are subject to taxation. 


One German Thinks They 
tered in Retaliation for the 
Foolish Policy of the Ag- 
ricultural Bund. 


Germans have become aroused by the 
efforts of American agriculturists to raise 
such sugar beets as we need for our own 
consumption. As an evidence of how the 
progressive element in Germany views this 
attempt to restrict the market for one of 
the best paying of German exports, Consul 
General Frank H. Mason, stationed at 
Frankfort, sends to the State Department 
at Washington for circulation a translation 
of an article in the Leipsic Tageblatt, which 
is published in the heart of the sugar beet 
growing section. After reviewing at length 
the success of sugar beet culture in Indiana 
and California the Tageblatt takes occa- 
sion to rap the people who have been agi- 


tating against American imports in this 
fashion: 

‘“‘America imports yearly 2,000,000 tons 
of sugar, valued at 400,000,000 marks, ($95,- 
200,000,) from foreign countries, especially 
from Germany, and has for years been con- 
sidering ways and means to supply this 
demand with home-grown sugar. Such a 
result cannot be reached in a day, but the 
Secretary of culture has for years aided 
and encouraged beet cultivation by all pos- 
sible means. At present they are stimulated 
and encouraged in such efforts, which have 
so serious a meaning for us, by the foolish 
action of the German Agricultural Bund, 
which has inspired the unheard-of measures 
against the importation to this country of 
American agricultural products, and has 
had the audacity to condemn American 
meats as unwholesome, thereby greatly 
embittering the feelings of American 
farmers against Germany. The latter now 
rush with redoubled fervor into sugar beet 
cultivation in order to supplant entirely 
the use of German sugar. The bund of 
German agriculturists may be actuated by 
the best intentions to aid and protect its 
members, but blind zeal only injures whom 
it would help, and is in this case wholly 
out of place. America imports from us 
constantly sugar, hides, skins, wool, flax, 
hemp, and manufactures of such materials, 
as well as seeds, potato starch, &c., which 
are in fact agricultural products; and it is 
simply insanity to want to slap such a cus- 
tomer in the face.” 


GET-TOGETHER CLUBS MEET. 


They Discuss “The Problem of the 
Unemployed” After a Dinner 
in Brooklyn. 


A joint meeting of the Get-Together Clubs 
of New York, at which the objects in com- 
mon of the old New York and the Brook- 
lyn clubs—not only entertainment, but a 
discussion of pertinent problems—was ex- 
emplified, was held last night at the Ar- 
gyle, 153 Pierrepont Street, Brooklyn, and 
was attended by about 200 members, among 
them many writers and authorities on 
social questions. Dinner was preceded by 
an informal reception, and was followed by 
addresses upon the topic ‘‘ The Problem of 
the Unemployed.” 

Albert Shaw, editor of The Review of Re- 
views, who presided, in introducing the first 
speaker, said that, while we had become 
accustomed to the presence of the problem, 
we could not ignore its immensity, and he 
urged each one to employ his brains and 
heart to assist in approximating its solu- 
tion. 

Samuel B. Donnelly, President of Typo- 
graphical Union No. 6 of New York, in di- 
lating upon the topic, ‘‘ Invention and the 
Unemployed,” said that the introduction of 
labor-saving machinery had thrown a great 
many men out of employment, engendered 
idleness, and caused much misery. To him 
it seemed that the only way for the labor- 
ing man to protect himself was by organiz- 
ing, not in a trades union which is practi- 
cally a trust, but in a union to improve la- 
bor conditions and open to every man toil- 
ing with his hands. He illustrated his ad- 
monition by relating the dealings of the 
printers when the first typesetting machine 
was introduced. Within a week after the 
first machine was on exhibition a new scale 
was formed and the men obtained their de- 
mands for no piecework, shorter hours, and 
increased pay. He concluded by saying that 
his union was not opposed to the typeset- 
ting machine, but was trying to become 
adapted to it. 

In explaining the feature, “ First Steps 
with the Unemployed Problem,” John Gra- 
ham Brooks said he was entirely out of 
Sympathy with the cant that there were no 
unemployed except the vicious. He consid- 
ered the problem a very tragic one. Science 
had brought the whole world to our back 
door, and now man had to do with the bat- 
tle of the standards, the varied standards 
of life. He was in favor of the idea of 
public workshops, giving applicants work, 
and if they refused the class of work of- 
fered, of using compulsion. In considering 
the problem there were three responsibili- 
ties ascending in gravity—individual, trade, 
and social. 

N. 8S. Rosenau, manager of the United 
Hebrew Charities, on the topic, ‘‘ The Unit- 
ed Hebrew Charities and the Unemployed,” 
expatiated upon the problem of Jewish la- 
bor in New York, saying that their nat- 
ural limits of ability had kept them out of 
the work of the day laborer, and sent them 
into the garment trades. The Italians were 
already displacing them, he added. 

Artemus Ward spoke on ‘** Why Are They 
Unemployed?” and Dr. William I. Nichols, 
General Secretary of the Associated Chari- 
ties of Brooklyn, and John Koren, Secre- 
tary of the Committee of Fifty, also made 
brief addresses. 


IN FAVOR OF IMPORTERS. 


Howell 
the Refunding of Excessive Duties 
Collected This Port. 

W. B. Howell, Assistant Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, has officially 
formed the Collector o port of the 
abandonment by the Government of two 
contested classification cases in consequence 
of adverse decisions by the United States 
courts. One of these cases is that of John 
Sloane and others, who appealed to the Gen- 
eral Appraisers, and subsequently to the 
courts, to have the New York Collector’s 
classification of wool Dutch carpets cor- 
rected. The Collectcr assessed the Sloane 
importation as ‘‘ worsted-chain Venetian 
carpeting,’”’ at 12 cents per square yard and 
30 cents ad valorem. The importers pro- 
tested, claiming that the merchandise was 
dutiable at 40 per cent, ad valorem as car- 
pets of wool, and the United States Circuit 
Court sustained this claim. In his note to 
the Collector Assistant Secretary Howell 
says: ‘‘ Under the circumstances, no fur- 
ther proceedings will be directed in this 
case, and you are hereby authorized to for- 
ward to the department the usual certified 
statement for refund of the duties in settle- 

ment of the judgment.’”’ 

The other case was the protest of Simon 
& Co. of New York against the Collector’s 
assessment of 50 per cent. ad valorem duty 
on a quantity of india rubber tubing as 
“parts of artificial flowers.’”’” The court 
sustained the importers and the Board of 
General Appraisers in the contention that 
the goods in question were ‘assessable only 
as manufactures of india rubber at the rate 
of 30 per cent. ad valorem.

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A PAINTER’S FATAL FALL. 


Henry Hughes Misses His Footing and 
Plunges to His Death. 

Henry Hughes, a painter, was killed yes- 
terday afternoon by a fall from a scaffold 
upon which he was working at the new 
grammar school building at Catharine and 
Henry Streets. With Hughes on the scaf- 
fold was James Farrell, a fellow-workman. 
When the accident occurred Farrell was 
seated on one end of the scaffold and 
Hughes was working on the other. The 
former felt the apparatus move away from 
the wall suddenly, and, looking around, saw 
his comrade plunge to the sidewalk, four 
stories below. 

Hughes had evidently attempted to adjust 
the guy rope, and in so doing slipped for- 
ward. His skull was fractured and all the 
ribs of the right side broken. Previous to 
his removal to Gouverneur Hospital the 
last rites of the Catholic faith were ad- 
ministered to him by the Rev. James J. 
Kean of St. James’s Church, . Hughes died 
twenty minutes after the fall. He was 
thirty-eight years old, and lived with his 
wife at 337 East Thirty-third Street.

THE BOARD OF CUSTOMS. ~ 


Sculptors Testify Regarding the 


Actual Work on Two Pieces 
of Statuary. 


Sculptors and dealers in art objects were 
interested in a hearing before the Customs: 
Board of Classification yesterday relating to 
Glaenzer Fréres and Rheinboldt’s protest 
against the assessment of 50 per cent. duty 
on two marble figures from Italy. The 
importers contended that these two pieces 
of statuary were the work of a professional 
sculptor, and that they should be admitted 
at 20 per cent. duty as “ statuary not spe- 
cially provided for.’’ The customs officers 
had classified thestatuaryas ‘‘manufactures 
of marble,” and the point at issue was 
whether or not the pieces were the actual 
works of a professional sculptor. 

D. C. French and Jonathan Scott Hartley, 
both sculptors, appeared as witnesses, sum- 
moned by the Government. Mr. French 
said that he could not tell whether the 
statues had been made entirely by a profes- 
sional sculptor or whether they had been 
cut out by artisans in the emptoy of the 
sculptor. It is customary, he explained, for 
artists who model a figure in marble to let 
an employe do the rough work, and then 
give the finishing touches with their own 
hands. He was of the opinion that the two 
pieces in dispute were entitled to rank as 
works of art. 

Mr. Hartley’s testimony agreed substan- 
tially with that of Mr. French. He de- 
clared that it was impossible to tell how 
much of the actual work of cutting out the 
figures had been done by the sculptor and 
how much by an employed artisan. Art 
had greatly deteriorated in Italy in the past 
few years, the witness explained, in conse- 
quence of the wholesale production of 
pieces of sculpture by marble cutters, who 
are paid about:1 franc a day for their work. 
The two figures imported by Mr. Glaenzer 
were exhibited to the members of the Board 
of Classification, and decision was reserved. 

Importers are filing applications with this 
board for a variety of special hearings. The 
first of these special hearings will occur 
next Thursday, and will deal with paper 
prepared for the use of photographers. The 
complainant in this case is the Hastman 
Kodak Company of Rochester, which as- 
serts that the customs officers’ assessmen 
of 30 per cent. duty on an importation 9 
photographer’s paper was unjust. The ime 
porters desire to show the Board of Classis 
fication that such paper is dutiable at 2% 
cents per pound and 15 per cent. ad valo- 
rem. The Government representatives clas- 
sified the Eastman Company’s importation 
paper ‘‘albumenized, sensitized, and 
otherwise coated, for photographic’ pure 


poses.”’

CONGRESS HAS NO SUCH POWER 


Indictment for Bribery Against Harry 
_ Boyer Quashed at Fort Smith, 
Ark.—Question of State or 
Federal Right. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 28.—The entire 
System of Government inspection of meat 
which has been established in the packing 

~ houses of the United States was declared 
© to be unconstitutional, ineffective, and void 
in an opinion handed down in the United 
"> States District Court to-day by Judge John 
/ Rodgers, at Fort Smith, Ark. An indict- 
’ ment against Harry Boyer, foreman of the 
fresh meat department of the Jacob Dold 
' Packing Company, charged with attempting 
to bribe a Government Meat Inspector, was 
quashed on the ground that Congress had 
no power to create the office of Meat In- 
spector; that even if Boyer had attempted 
to bribe an Inspector, as was charged in 
the indictment, he did not commit an 
offense against the Government. 

Under the decision of Judge Rodgers, 
packers may disregard the Meat Inspectors 
without fear of successful prosecution, be- 
cause the law by which the inspection was 


created has been declared invalid. Boyer’s 
attorneys contended that the carcasses 
which were inspected were not subjects of 
inter-State commerce, and that the Govern- 
ment had no right to impose police regula- 
tions at the packing houses. In his decision, 
Judge Rodgers says: 

““ Narrowed down, the simple question is 


' >) whether the duties alleged in the indictment 


the rules and regulations of the Secretary 
of Agriculture to perform were such duties 
as belonged to the State of Missouri or to 

/ the United States.”’ 

‘ ‘The wers of Congress are expressly 
granted or indicated by direct implication, 
the Judge said, and he held that the Con- 
stitution made no provision for the passage 
of laws creating packing house inspection. 
Congress regulates commerce with foreign 
nations, among the severa!] States, and with 
the Indian tribes, according to the provi- 
sions of the Constit-ition, but Judge Rogers 
quoted several decisions to show that the 
killing of beef at packing houses could not 
‘tbe classed as inter-State commerce and that 
Congress had no right to interfere with 
matters that should be controlled by the 
several States. 

John R. Walker, District Attorney, in 
arguing the demurrer, held that the system 
packing house inspection was created 
under the general-welfare clause of the 
preamble of the Constitution, in which the 
words “ provide for the common defense” 
are used. Judge Story held that this is not 
applicable. A similar expression occurs in 
Section 8, Article 1 of the Constitution, but 
this has been supplementary merely to a 
preceding provision concerning duties and 
taxes.

PROPOSED TRUNK LINE DETAILS.

COTTON. 


The more speculative element of the cot- 
ton trade has called a halt for the time be- 
ing, pending more definite indications as 
to the turn political affairs between this 
country and Spain are to take officially. 
The volume of business is, therefore, con- 
siderably smaller, total transactions reach- 
ing but 109,300 bales, or much below the 
average since speculation set in weeks ago. 
A decline of 1-16d in the price of spot cot- 
ton at Liverpool led to sales of 12,000 bales, 
and all indications point to eager buyers of 
spot cotton on any _ concessions.

fourt of inquiry facts amply sufficient for 
4 conclusion as to whether she was de- 
stroyed by an explosion from within or 
from without. Having such evidence in 
its possession, the court would not nec- 
essarily defer communicating it to the 
Navy Department until its formal re- 
port was ready. It is not to be expected 
that information of the gravest National 
and international importance would be 
withheld from the President while the 
court was complying with the merely 
formal requirements of its office. 

The theory that the President is bound 
to communicate his information to Con- 
gress and the people, though vehement- 
ly asserted by baffled correspondents of 
sensational newspapers, is one that ad- 
mits of modifications. If the information 
was of a nature to make war inevitable 
Congress would be asked to declare war 
the moment the preparations for war 
were sufficiently advanced to permit us 
to strike the first blow. If the President 
knows how the Maine was destroyed he 
keeps his secret well—so well that the 
conclusion immediately follows that in 
his opinion the facts in his possession in- 
volve no probability of war. 

There is considerable activity in the 
two departments that are charged with 
the business of making war, but of 
course there would be vastly greater stir 
and bustle if we were really making 
ready for hostilities. The President him- 
self does not act in a warlike manner. 
His demeanor is eminently peaceful. It 
reassures the country. And when the 
country sees him thus calm and unruf- 
fled two weeks after the Maine went 
down, when it sees committee Chairmen 
in the Senate and House opposing urgen- 
cy appropriations for defense on the 
ground that there is no hurry, and that 
it will be time enough when the regular 
appropriation bills come in, and when the 
current war preparations consist of noth- 
ing more than the doing of things we 
ought to have done years ago and every 
year, in time of peace, it seems to us that 
those gory-minded persons who are hope- 
fully looking ‘or war and those stock 
market speculators who bet on its com- 
ing are laying up for themselves a great 
flisappointment. 

Some time may elapse before the court 
gf inquiry makes its report. It would 
not have been long delayed if there had 
yeen any evidence that the Maine was 
destroyed by a mine in the control of the 
“| forces. Volunteer advice has 


! abundance, and among other things it 


has been warned that it ought to ask the 
Spanish authorities for permission to 
drag the bottom of the harbor for the 
wires that may have connected’ the mine 
with the fortifications on shore. Not be- 
ing altogether destitute of intelligence, 
the members of the court may have 
thought of the electric wires themselves. 
We imagine they have not been alto- 
gether dependent upon Spanish permis- 
sion in getting the evidence they de- 
sired. 

Disproof of the mine theory might be 
coupled with evidence of an outside 
agency of private and irresponsible ori- 
gin which would still permit of consider- 
able discretion in choosing the time for 
publishing the facts. If the destroyers of 
the Maine were private individuals using 
their own devices the affair becomes one 
which we can arrange’ peacefully with 
Spain. Delay in the announcement might 
even be favorable to a peaceful settle- 
ment. If the explosion was purely acci- 
dental, on the other hand, there would 
be urgent reasons for making the facts 
known in order that popular excitement 
might be allayed. The mine theory and 
the accident theory grow less and less 
probable with the lapse of time, and 
every day’s delay, of course, makes the 
war stories seem sillier, 


WINDY DEFENDEBS, 


We are inclined to believe that the sen- 
sible citizens of this country will disa- 
gree with Senators ALLEN and MASON in 
demanding that everything done for the 
public must of necessity be known to 
them and to the public. For instance, 
the public is prepared to rely for 
offensive and defensive operations by the 
navy upon the officers of the navy, and 
upon plans which they have thought out 
and arranged to carry out, in case of hos- 
tilities, rather than upon the panoply 
of words in which Mason goes out to 
fight Spain in the Senate Chamber at 
Washington. 

The navy is not what it should be; and 
it is unfortunately further away from 
what it should be than it was a week 
ago. But it has some officers who have 
studied the art of war to a purpose, which 
will become evident at once in case the 
Government of the United States decides 
that it has encountered a knot that can 
be severed only with the sword, Our 
*‘ preparedness” in ships and armaments 
for ships may not be fully adequate to 
a nation of such importance, but the 
exigency of war will prove that the 
enemy who chooses to fight us will find 
the navy acquainted with many possible 
battlefields; and it may calm Mason to 
find that the foresight that has indicated 
the scenes and incidents of actions has 
also fully considered long in advance the 
equally important question of supplies 
and succors, 

The noisy Senators who find fault be- 
cause they cannot be informed of all the 
plans made by what may be called “ the 
general staff’? of our army and navy 
ought to be taken aside by some one 
who is willing to undertake the rather 
hopeless task and made to understand 
that there are others besides themselves 
who ought not to know everything that 
the Government intends to do under all 
circumstances. 


SPANISH ALLIANCES. 
The grotesque inventions of the yellow 
jourpalist’s fancy must still produce tu- 
multuous excitement among stable boys 


and scullery women, but they now in- 
terest intelligent persons only by their 
weird deformity. stories not 
of this base origin, however, are scarcely 
less worthy the attention of the patholo- 
gist. That fine yarn about an under- 
standing between Spain and the Spanish 
republics of Central and South America, 
by which they were to oppose any at- 
tempt of the United States to intervene 
in Cuba, was as good as the “ eight-inch 
torpedo percussion hole” in the bottom 
of the Maine. The diplomatic world is 
not emotional, but we warrant it would 
be carried off its feet by the announce- 
ment of a Pan-Spanish confederation 
with the hegemony thereof vested

in 
Spain. 

That fiction at once sank by its own 
weight of improbability. The story of an 
alliance between France and Cuba seems 
to have a somewhat firmer hold upon the 
public mind. In their speculations as to 
what would happen in case of war men 
take some account of this reported un- 
derstanding. It might suffice to ask if 
France has not troubles enough of her 
own just now without assuming any of 
Spain’s perplexities. There is no nation 
on earth, not excepting Spain and China, 
whose domestic affairs are more unstable 
and whose future is subject to graver 
uncertainties than the Republic of 
France. Cheated by Russia, always 
threatened by Germany, in hot water 
with England, and effectually shut out of 
the sympathies of Austria and Italy by 
their Dreibund engagements, France is 
not exactly in a position to take up arms 
for Spain either from sisterly love and 
affection or to protect the interests of 
her bankers who hold Spanish bonds. 

There is hardly any of the European 
powers with which Frarce has had less 
to do in the last quarter of a century 
than with Spain. The interest of the two 
countries hardly touch each other at any 
point, and there can hardly be said to be 
any sympathy, popular or dynastic, be- 
tween them. A F'rench republic and a 
Bourbon monarchy are not natural yoke- 
fellows. 

Financially Spain will be stronger 
without Cuba. That has not been so in 
the past, for she has wrung tribute from 
the Cubans with a hand as rough as that 
with which the Sultan takes the sheep 
tax from his subjects or the Khédive 
flogs the fellaheen until they pay his 
titlers. But Cuba under Spanish rule will 
pay no more tax money to anybody. The 
island is ruined, and in Spain’s hands 
will revert to the wild state. It will be- 
come productive once more and prosper- 
ous only if it is emancipated. 

The French bankers who hold Spain’s 
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bonds, if there are‘ any such, are long- 
headed enough to see that the pledge of 
the Custom House receipts of Cuba is 
now a worthless security and will never 
be worth any more than it is now. 
Spain’s capacity to pay her debts, after 
a pretty vigorous scaling down, will be 
increased rather than diminished by the 
loss of Cuba, which has now become a 
liability instead of an asset. If the Span- 
ish people have any resources either of 
the soil or of human energy and power 
of production, they will be in a better 
position to develop them when they are 
relieved from the absorbing and costly 
necessity of putting down periodical in- 
surrections in Cuba. Spain is now ac- 
counted a dead nation. If she ever be- 
comes a live and progressive nation, a 
debt-paying and prosperous nation, it 
will be after she has given up Cuba, vol- 
untarily or at our command. 


LA CHAMPAGNE, 

A disaster to a great ocean liner, even 
if it entail only a detention such as has be- 
fallen La Champagne, inevitably arrests 
public attention. There is so much left 
of “the mystery of the sea” in spite of 
all that steam has done to dispel it that 
the mere announcement that a ship is 
overdue opens a boundless field of con- 
jecture. People whose friends have sailed 
for Europe watch with eagerness the ca- 
ble reporis, and experience a sensible 
relief when the arrival of the ship is re- 
ported from the othergside, who would 
not be disturbed if they did not hear for 
weeks from the same people if they had 
gone as long a journey overland. 

The uneasiness, easily growing into 
alarm, that is felt when an ocean steam- 
er is even three days overdue is in fact 
a tribute to the perfection of the trans- 
atlantic service. This is about the storm- 
lest season of the year on the North At- 
lantic, and we know that fierce gales 
have been blowing from the westward 
and against ships bound to this coast. 
Nevertheless, even in February, a deten- 
tion of three days is remarked and a 
detention of a week is a matter for gen- 
eral anxiety. Some steamship companies 
have adopted, as nearly as possible, from 
the railroads the notion of running on 
schedule time, and allowing their ships 
such a margin that they can be almost 
sure of making their landings on a given 
day. But necessarily these ships are not 
the record breakers. The ships whose 
orders are to make as quick passages as 
they can show a very wide difference be- 
tween adverse and favorable conditions 
of wind and weather, and it is not very 
easy *to say what for such ships is an 
“average’’ Winter passage. But it is a 
long time since a great disaster has hap- 
pened to shock the public confidence in 
safety at sea, and travel by water is very 
nearly as secure as-travel by land. Mr. 
PROUT, in an interesting paper, expound- 
ed to our readers yesterday how slight 
and remote were the chances of acctf- 
dent by rail. It may be hoped that some 
statistician will be moved to perform the 
same service with reference to seafaring. 
If he should confine his investigations to 
first-class liners, the result might be as 
reassuring, and readers be convinced 
that there is not appreciably more dan- 
ger of accident in traveling than in stay- 
ing at home. 

Nevertheless, the story of La Cham- 
pagne shows that a great ocean liner 
disabled. The 
Brench liner was a mere helpless hulk 


may become absolutely 


upon the water. Not only was she 
wounded in a vital part, but she could 
not be held to her anchorage even in a 
moderate depth of water. If a gale had 
driven her toward the coast she had no 
power of resistance. The accident which 
disabled her happened to precisely that 
part of her machinery which it has not 
yet been found practicable to duplicate 
in case of accident. The moral of it 
seems to be that there should be no part 
of the machinery of a great liner which 
is not in duplicate. 

That is g@ curious and almost an in- 
credible story the passengers tell of the 
liner the lights of which they so plainly 
saw and which disregarded their signals 
of distress. The passengers are quite sure 
that these signals were seen, but we 
may be almost sure that they were not 
seen, or not understood. In the first 
place, a» a matter of humanity, no Cap- 
tain of an Atlantic liner would dare to 
disregard such signals. In the second 
place, as a matter of business, no Cap- 
tain could make so much money for his 
owners at this season of the year as by 
saving a first-class steamer. That the 
unknown liner passed by on the other 
side, like the Levite, simply shows that 
the system of sea signaling is not yet 
perfect,

LIES AND WAR. 


It is unlikely that there has ever been 
in the history of the world such an epi- 
demic of shameless public lying as has 
been going on in New York since the loss 
of the Maine. The liars are not in the 
least abashed by the refutation of their 
lies. They do not “pause to parley or 
dissemble,” nor take the trouble to sup- 
port their lies of yesterday, or even of 
this morning. They abandon them to 
their: fate, and occupy themselyes with 
concocting new lies for the later editions. 
They disperse about town men shrieking 
the extras that contain the latest inven- 
tions. For some time the panting truth- 
teller “toiled after them in vain,” but 
he has now given over that thankless 
task. In the first place, they can lie fast- 
er than anybody can confute their lies, 
and in the second place whoever is de- 
ceived by them has only himself to 
blame. It is well understood.among so- 
ber and sensible people that no story 
emanating from a notorious liar is enti- 
tled to any attention unless it is corrob- 
orated. 

But all people are not sober or sensible. 
There are hysterical women of both 
sexes who continue to devour the unlike- 
Hest untruths with the greatest avidity 
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long after their rational neighbors have 
stopped reading them, During the first 
days of the epidemic the flood of men- 
dacity had a great effect in promoting 
the sale of extras. But in the nature of 
things this is only a transient success. 
The more they lie the less they are be- 
lieved, and, what is more to their pur- 
pose, the less they are bought. The sale of 
extras has been steadily dwindling now 
for many days. The result of habitual 
lying has been set forth by Arsop in the 
fable of the boy who lied about the 
wolves who were attacking him until no- 
body paid any attention to his outcries 
when the wolves did in fact attack him 
and eat him up. It is no more “ good 
business ”’ than it is good morals to pub- 
lish a newspaper in» which you cannot 
believe a thing you see until you find a 
confirmation of it in some other newspa- 
per. It is not business at all, but what 
BURKE called “ boyish unluckiness and 
malice,” the rivalry between two groups 
of inventors bent not so much upon de- 
ceiving the public as upon outlying each 
other, which has produced the wonderful 
debauch of mendacity from which New 
York is now recovering. Although the 
rivalry is as intense as ever, the interest 
of the public has fallen off. At present 
the mischief done is confined mainly to 
two classes, the gluttons of sensation 
who find their nerves titillated even by 
outrageous lies in which they do not be- 
lieve, and strangers in the city who are 
unaware that the object of the rivals is 
to beat each other, and from want of 
local experience suppose it to be the ob- 
ject and practice of a newspaper to print 
the news. 

But the effect upon these two classes 
of readers is very serious. The yel- 
low journals “ get on their nerves” and 
reduce them to a state of dangerous 
hysteria. See what a huge fabric of in- 
vention has been reared upon the fact of 
the loss of a single battleship, from 
causes not yet publicly known, and then 
consider what would be the case if there 
were an actual war, in which such trag- 
edies might be of every-day occurrence. 
The intense patriotic interest which 
would be aroused would work up even so- 
ber citizens into the state of excitability 
to which false news of a sensational kind 
makes a very strong appeal. The kind of 
readers who now continue to stimulate 
themselves with “extras” would become 
so many raving maniacs, and the force 
of reckless and persistent invention and 
misstatement even those who despised it 
would be unable wholly to resist. It 
would be criminal negligence for the au- 
thorities to permit the public sale of the 
dangerous literary explosives which the 
yellow journals make and vend. The 
suppression of these journals, as a peace 
measure, has already been suggested, 
but in time of peace the nuisance may 
be left to take care of itself. In time of 
war the case would be quite different. 
“Inter arma silent mendaces.” If a 
squad of troops were to call at the fac- 
tories in question and convey the whole 
of both “ outfits’ to Fort Lafayette, the 
performance might be illegal in advance 
of a declaration of martial law. But cer- 
tainly the victims would get no sympa- 
thy, even from the most eager consum- 
ers of “‘ extras.” 


OUR APPLES IN GERMANY. 


The ignorant and selfish protectionist 
policy of the Agrarian Party in Ger- 
many has no more intelligent and out- 
spoken foe than Dr. BARTH’s paper, The 
Nation of Berlin. In its issue of Feb. 5 
appears an article by Herr M. BROEMEL, 
a member of the Prussian House of Dep- 
uties, upon the attempt to exclude Amer- 
ican apples from the German market be- 
cause of the pretended discovery that 
they bore an insect “scale” that threat- 
ened to destroy the fruit trees of Ger- 
many. In this country we know very 
well that when a hue and cry is raised 
about trichinae or Texas fever by the 
agricultural element in France, Ger- 
many, or England, it is not infection but 
competition that is feared. The protec- 
tion cat under the sanitary meal seems 
to be plainly visible to German eyes also. 

Deputy BROEMEL points out the im- 
portance of free entry for American ap- 
ples on account of their fine quality and 
wholesomeness, and of the fondness 
which the German people have devel- 
oped for them. He continues: 


“If there are pests on American fruit that 
are really a source of danger to our fruit 
trees we have a perfect right to adopt pro- 
tective measures, whether the Americans 
like it or not; they would: have no ground 
of complaint, for they would in a like case 
do the same thing. If, however, such a 
measure is adopted only as an attempt to 
shut out American competition by indirect 
means, it is not the Americans, but we 
Germans, who must protest against this 
policy, as hypocritical as it is injurious.” 


The landed proprietors of Prussia have 
been having things much their own way. 
Their policy of protection is precisely of 
that oppressive nature that made the 
corn laws so hated in England and such 
a fine object of attack for CoBDEN. It is 
certain that the German people will not 
lack for Cobdens if the policy is pursued. 


‘TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Following the example of the Na- 
tional Association of Collegiate Alumnae, 
which for several years past has been sup- 
plying ambitious young women with money 
enabling them to take advantage of the 
opportunities for higher education offered 
by a few of the European universities, a 
number of Baltimore women have raised 
the sum of $500 to be used in the same way, 
This fellowship, as it is called, will be given 
to some resident of the city, and applica- 
tions for it will be received until March 
20. The Committee of Award, in its some- 
what mysterious wisdom, will not subject 
the candidates to a competitive examination, 
but will use its own judgment—or fancy—in 
choosing from the number that young wo- 
man who “ through original gifts, previous 
training, energy, power of endurance, and 
health is best fitted for the position.” As 
evideace on these points the committee 
will consider each candidate’s college dip- 
lona, testimonials as to her ability and 
high character from her professors and 
other qualified persons, a statement of the 
work in which she proposes to engage, and 
copies of papers, articles, or reports of 
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‘sclenttific investigation carried out by her: 


Women intending to become doctors, law- 
yers, or ministers are not barred, but the 
announced intention is to allot the $500 to 
somebody intending to follow literary or 
scientific pursuits. It will. be interesting 
to see how well feminine intention works 
as a substitute for competitive examination. 
Whether any woman can get a better edu- 
cation abroad than in this country is a 
question that does not seem to have been 
discussed by the founders of this fund, or 
at least they do not tell on what grounds 
they decided in favor of the foreign uni- 
versities. Perhaps that, too, was settled 
by feminine intuition. 


—wWhile according full recognition to 
the courage, amounting to nothing less than 
heroism, shown by tne men who left La 
Champagne in an open boat for the pur- 
pose of bringing aid to her, one cannot but 
question the necessity for sending them 
on this desperate errand. The passengers 
and crew of the steamer were threatened 
with a tedious delay rather than by any 
very real and obvious peril. The dangers 
which confronted the third officer and his 
nine sailors were, on the contrary, so nu- 
merous and so grave that the chances of 
their survival Were not more than one in 
ten. Almost in midocean, and in what. for 
that latitude is almost midwinter, they 
started out over an angry sea which was 
sure to inflict upon them the sufferings of 
dreadful exposure, and that they did not 
all die is due only to marvelous good fort- 
une. Had La Champagne been in a sink- 
ing conditian, of course it would have been 
perfectly proper to order the little boat 
away as a last resort, but, she was doing 
fairly well as it was, and the probability 
that she would soon be sighted and assist- 
ed was so near to a certainty that the 
need for resorting to this expedient is far 
from plain. Still, criticism may easily be 
unjust, The damage to the steamer may 
have been greater than has yet been re- 
ported, and in that case the course adopt- 
ed was eminently fitting. Anyhow, the 
volunteers who manned the boat are de- 
serving of highest commendation. They 
offered their lives for others, and as they 
did not inquire too closely into the gravity 
of the situation, it is somewhat ungracious 
to do it for them. 


PERSONAL. 


— As a statesman and patriot the late 
Gen, BOULANGER was a sufficiently ridicu- 
lous person in the eyes of foreign observ- 
ers, but, physically at least, he was a rather 
fine figure of a man, as the saying is, and 
the turmoil of which he formed the centre 
gained a semblance of dignity from his 
picturesque stalwartness. The wonder then 
excited by France was more or less de- 
risive, but it was not angry, or to a marked 
degree contemptuous, and it rarely took a 
gseverer form than the statement that “ the 
French are a queer lot.’ Toward the 
miserable EsTERHAZY, however, and the 
movement for which he serves as accurate 
personification, an entirely different feeling 
is everywhere expressed, There are vague 
rumors that once he was a real fighter. If 
this is true, that day is long past, and now 
he can only flaunt his one lung in the pub- 
lic view, and in consumptive whispers hus- 
kily assert his readiness to devote the last 
moments of a foul life to massacre and pil- 
lage. Here is a fitting representative of the 
army whose “ honor” can be safeguarded 
only by the overthrow of law and justice 
and the revival of those letters de cachet 
that were always the favorite weapon of 
monarchical tyranny. ESTERHAZY’s popu- 
larity among the Parisians is immensely 
Significant. One of the Uhlans whom he 
yearned to lead across the frontier could 
conquer him with a single cuff on the ear, 
and all that he typifies would be over- 
thrown by the sound men of any nation not 
less easily. Not the Count alone is in the 
last stages of an infectious disease, and 
more than a lung is missing from the make- 
up of every one of his frenzied and shame- 
less admirers, 


—Rumors have reached The Richmond 
Dispatch that in case of war with Spain, 
FITZHUGH LEB is to be made a Major Gen- 
eral of the United States Army. The Wash- 
ington correspondent of The Dispatch says 
he has it on “ pretty good authority” that 
the intention of President CLEVELAND was 
thus to honor the Consul General, and that 
President McKINLEY, “ feeling that it would 
receive the unqualified indorsement of the 
American people, has determined to make 
the appointment ” in case hostilities are de- 
clared. Gen, LEH has certainly performed 
the duties of his difficult position, ever since 
Cuban matters entered their present criti- 
cal stage, with all the courage that was ex- 
pected of him, and with an unvarying dis- 
cretion which some, perhaps, were not sure 
that he would display. Whether, in the 
contingency of war, he would be made a 
Major General is a question of no especial 
importance. Certainly no one would dream 
of objecting to such action if the veteran 
desired the new title. He has earned the 
gratitude and confirmed the respect of all 
Americans by his steadfast upholding in 
Cuba pf the National dignity and by refrain- 
ing from any word or act calculated to 
force hasty action or unnecessarily to em- 
bitter the relations of Spain and the United 
States.

A Play by the Spanish Dramatist, 
Echegaray, Acted in English at 
the Berkeley Lyceum. 


OPERETTA AT THE AMERICAN 


Annie Russell in “-Dangerfield ’95” 
at Hoyt’s—Various Other 
Changes of Bill. 


Before a small audience in the Berkeley 
Lyceum last evening a careful and other- 
wise uncommonly creditable performance 
was given of a “social” or domestic drama 
taken from the Spanish of José Echégaray. 
“El Gran Galeoto” had already been seen 
here in a German version by Paul Lindau, 
for the réle of Ernesto was conspicuous in 
the repertory of Josef Kainz, and was 
acted by him in the theatre on Irving Place 
October, 1891. Excepting those perform- 
ances and a presentation of some scenes 
from “Mariana” by Mr. Sargent’s pupils 
a year or so ago, Echégaray has had no 
hearing, until now, upon our stage. Mr. 
Mansfield thought of producing ‘“ The Son 
of Don Juan,” a sombre drama of hered- 
ity, a few years ago, but wisely changed 
his mind. 

The new version of “ Galeoto’’ was made 
by Maude Banks, directly from the original 
Spanish, and presumably the text has been 
greatly reduced, as the actual time of the 
performance was less than an hour and 
a halt. In its English version the play 
seems to be neither original nor profound. 
It tells again the Lancelot and Guinevere, 
Tristan and Iseult, Francesca and Paola 
story, the story of ‘“‘ Yorick’s Love,” and 
hundreds of other plays, with some modern, 
sophistical variation, but with no poetical 
charm and little beauty of expression. Per- 
haps some of the quality of the Spaniard 
eluded the translator, but she has adhered 
to his plot, incidents, and characterization, 
and the result is a play which, in spite of 
its brevity, is very dull and lifeless in the 
middle, and interesting only at the begin- 
ning and in the last half of the last act. 

Ernesto and his foster father’s young wife, 
now called Christina, love each other, and 
the husband and father dies from the effect 
of a wound received in a duel, cursing them. 
But the dramatist insists that these two 
young folks are innocent and blameless, that 


the tongue of scandal caused their ruin, 
that they never knew of their love until 
people told them of dt, and that they did 
their best to be honorable. We believe in 
Ernesto and Christina all through the co- 
herent and plausible first act; we begin to 
sympathize with them, again, in the well- 
wrought closing scenes of the play. Our 
sympathy then is not founded on any strong 
belief in their innocence, but is due to the 
malice of their venomous persecutors, the 
hypocrites and time servers of society. 
Act II. is weak in substance and cheap 
in device. Ernesto is now transformed into 
the ancient, impotent, fool hero of a thou- 
sand erotic or flashy romances. He quotes 
his Dante and smokes his cigarette with 
the languorous melancholy of a gentleman 
of Bohemia who has just been robbed of 
the affection of his friend’s wife. If he was 
a real man he would quickly get away from 
Madrid—not stop to talk of going and sigh. 
Then Christina, to prove her innocence, 
comes heavily veiled to her innocent lov- 
er’s lodging, for all the world like the 
vociferously innocent ladies in Mr. Wycher- 
ley’s delightful but improper comedies. She 
wants to beg Ernesto not to fight a duel 
for her sake, her reason being that if he 
does people will think ill of her. And, of 
course, when middle-aged Don Julian (who 
has been fighting that duel while these two 
are talking) is brought into Ernesto’s 
lodgings, wounded, the lady must emerge 
from an inner room to help form an antique 
tableau. 
Nevertheless, the play was well worth 
giving, in pursuance of the purpose of these 
ladies and gentlemen of the so-called Crite- 
rion Institution to present plays out of the 
common and neglected by the commercial 
theatre. This is by far the best thing they 
have yet done, for, although the play is not 
as original as ‘‘ Borkman,” it was acted 
much better; and they are to be congratu- 
lated on the removal of their experiment 
wholly out of the uncongenial atmosphere 
of the commercial theatre, and to be com- 
mended also for giving their performance 
in the evening. The Berkeley Lyceum is 
quite large enough for their purposes, and 
the scenery and appointments are certainly 
quite as good as any they found further 
down town. Presumably there is “no 
money” in this experiment, but it has at 
last been fairly started, and its artistic out- 
come may now be watched with interest. 
Maude Banks, who has been associated 
with many queer roles, and has a strong 
individuality and an original style, was re- 
markably graphic in her denotement of the 
persecuted heroine’s traits and moods. The 
details of her portrayal were beyond re- 
proach. As for the general effect, it is the 
sober truth that Miss Banks’s personality 
did not fit well the weakness and consist- 
ent silliness of Christina. In the circum- 
stances, the semblance of vitality she gave 
the réle was very commendable. John 
Blair was unexpectedly facile in Ernesto’s 
best scenes, and splendidly forcible in his 
encounter with the hypocritical blackguard. 
Eben Plympton, whom we must now re- 
gard as an old actor, or an actor of an 
*‘old school,” was out of his element in 
Echegaray, and out of his bailiwick upon 
the restricted stage of the Berkeley Lyceum. 
He acted Don Julian to the tune of Othello, 
and showed how serviceable he would be 
in a popular revival of Shakespeare for the 
multitude. There was merit in his acting, 
but it was not in the right place. He was 
not narrow-minded, proud, pompous, re- 
fined, egotistical Don Julian at all.

“THE GYPSY BARON.” 


The Melodious Operetta of Strauss at 
the American, 


The Castle Square Opera Company brought 
forward at the American Theatre last 
night Strauss’s melodious operetta, “The 
Gypsy Baron.” The audience was one of 
moderate size only, but it was as easily 
pleased as a baby with @ new rattle, for 
it applauded in the most vociferous style 
everything, good, bad, and indifferent. If 
any one chooses to take this sort of com- 
mendation as a proof that the performance 
was one of superfine excellence, there will 
be no dispute with his opinion in this col- 
umn. It is only necessary to note, how- 
ever, that there are many persons who 
think Laura Jean Libbey a great novelist, 
and who could not be induced to read’ Henry 
James. 

Perhaps at some time there have been 
persons who knew the plot of “ The Gypsy 
Baron,” but they certainly did not learn it 
from a performance of the work. The 
libretto is absolutely incomprehensible as 


presented on the stage. _Perhaps the miss- 
ing links in the explanation are to be found 
in some of the passages sung in the cus- 
tomary unintelligible manner. But, although 
one may not know what it is all about, he 
may at least enjoy the music, for Strauss 
wrote a tunefu. score, full of piquant 
polkas and swinging waltzes and containing 
some music that sounds gypsy-like and 
Hungarian. ; 

The chorus and Miss Grace Golden are to 
be credited with the best presentation of 
this music last night. Indeed, their work 
and that of William Wolff as Kalman 
Zsupan, the hog raiser, were the best feat- 
ures of the performance. Miss Golden sang 
with some timidity, but she was musical, 
while Mr. Wolff, who cannot sing, proved 
to be a tolerably good comedian. Miss Liz- 
zie MacNichol had a rather dreary time of 
it with Czipra, the old gypsy.

Karditza Surrenders, and Says the 
Plan Was to Shoot the Coach- 
man and Horses First. 


TWO SUSPECTS ALSO CAUGHT 


The Decision to Kill Recorded on the 
Minutes of a Club and a Copy Sent 
to the King—Bomb Found 
Near the Scene. 


ATHENS, Feb. 28.—One of the men who 
attempted the life of the King of Greece on 
Saturday has been arrested. His name is 
Karditza, and he is a minor employe in the 
Mayor's office here, 

Karditza, who is thirty-five years of age, 
was formerly a non-commissioned officer in 
the army. He belongs to a class of doubt- 
ful repute, locally designated as the Koutza- 
vantis. The police found a dynamite bomb 
at the scene of the attempt, and later ar- 
rested two of Karditza’s friends on suspi- 
cion of being his accomplices. 

The authorities obtained information that 
Karditza was hiding in a road house, which 
they caused to be surrounded by police, but 
in the meanwhile Karditza had proceeded to 
the Public Prosecutor’s office, where he sur- 
rendered himself, declaring his innocence. 
Closely pressed, however, he confessed to 
being one of the King’s asgailants. He did 
not express any regret, and declared that if 
the gun had not trembled in the hands of 
his accomplice the King would. infallibly 
have been killed. 

Karditza said the plan was to shoot the 
King’s coachman and the horses, and then 
to dispatch the King with heavy pistols 
which he and his companion were carrying. 

Karditza then became dumb and refused 
to furnish any further information. He 


seems to have a vague idea of the term 

‘“ Anarchism,” and it is believed he is of 
slow intellect, his head having been turned 
by the abuse which is heaped daily upon 
the royal family by certain newspapers. 
He has become greatly depressed. 

According to The Astay, it was decided 
at a secret meeting of a certain club, held 
outside the city, to assassinate the ing, 
this decision being arrived at when it be- 
came known that he had accepted the prop- 
osition for internatignal financial control of 
the revenues, in view of the Greek war 
loan. This decision, it further appears, was 
recorded on the minutes of the club, a copy 
of which was sent to the King. Karditza’s 
name was frequently mentioned therein, 
but the King paid no attention to the 
threat. 

His Majesty also received many threaten- 
ing letters from members of the club, who 
are of the lowest classes, accusing the King 
and the Ministry of being the instruments 
of foreign powers. 

The Municipal Councils throughout the 
country are addressing messages of sympa- 
thy to the King, and thousands of con- 
gratulatory telegrams are arriving at the 
palace, The royal family are said to be 
ereauy touched at the expressions of loy- 
alty. 

The Municipal Council has decided to 
erect a memorial chapel near the scene of 
the attempt.

HAITI SETTLES WITH ITALY. 


France Now Pressing a Claim for 


Damages Against Her Citizens. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Feb. 28.—The Ital- 
ian claim has been settled by Haiti paying 
the full amount demanded. 

The French Government is now pressing 
a claim for damages for violation of the 
treaty rights of French citizens. 

President Simon Sam will visit Jacme] and 
the provinces on March 6. 


The long pending claim of Italy against 
Haiti, just settled, was the case of an Ital- 
ian merchant at Port de Paix whose ves- 
sel and cargo, worth $80,000, were, it is 
alleged, illegally seized and sold by the 
Haitien Government. 


BRAZIL’S ELECTIONS AT HAND. 


Vice President Pereira Protests Inno- 
cence of the Moraes Affair, 

RIO JANEIRO, Feb. 28.—The general 
elections will take place to-morrow. The 
election of Sefors Composallos from San 
Paulo and Rosasilva from Pernambuco, as 
President and Vice President, for the term 
of four years beginning in November next, 
is regarded as assured, 

Vice President Pereira has issued a long 
address, strongly protesting that he is inno- 
cent of complicity in the attempt made to 
assessinate President Moraes last year. He 
refuses to appear in court, invoking Parlia- 
mentary immunity. 

Vice President Pereira in his address ate 
tacks President Moraes, to whom he attrib- 
utes the agitations and misfortunes of the 
republic; condemns the state of siege, and 
adds that all the laws of Congress voted un- 
der the state of slege are invalid. 


KAISER TO PRINCE HOHENLOHE. 


He Congratulates Him on Concluding 
the Kiao-Chau Agreement. 
BERLIN, Feb. 28.—The Strasburger Post 
says Emperor William, using the familiar 
do, (thou,) telegraphed the following to 
Prince Hohenlohe, the Imperial Chancellor, 
On the conclusion of the Kiao-Chau agree- 
ment, which followed the death of Princess 

Hohenlohe: 

“Although I know well that external 
pleasure cannot lift. the weight of inner 
grief, I am filled with the keenest delight 
that, after the terrible blow which has be- 
fallen you, the grace of God has vouchsafed 
to you so glorious a success. This is a 
splendid reward for your indefatigable and 
sagacious labor, and brings great satisfac- 
tion after your cares. Kindly accept my 
perl thanks and heartiest congratula- 
tions.”’ 


Trouble Between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica May Involve All the 
Other Republics, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The condition 
of affairs between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica is beginning to arouse serious appre- 
hension in official circles, as it is said to 
threaten to involve not only these two 
countries in war, but also to draw all of 
the Central American Republics into an 
armed conflict. The Diet of the Greater 
Republic, including Nicaragua, Honduras, 
and Salvador, has submitted a demand on 
Costa Rica for an explanation of the en- 
trance of an armed force of 500 men from 
Costa Rica into Nicaragua. No reply has 
been given so far as is known to officials 
here. 

The Nicaraguan authorities assert that 
the 500 armed men entering from Costa 


Rica were not an unauthorized force, but 
were acting with the knowledge of the 
President of Costa Rica, If Costa Rica gives 
no explanation in response to the demand 
of the Diet it is feared serious trouble 
will follow. 

The real controversy between Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica is over the territory adja- 
cent to the inter-oceanic canal.

THE CHILE-ARGENTINA BOUNDARY. 


Great Britain Said to be Acting as 
Arbitrator in the Dispute. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—In diplomatic 
circles it*is said that the reports that war 
is imminent between Chile and the Argen- 
tine Republic are not well founded, and 
that, on the contrary, arbitration by the 
British Government has been agreed upon 


as a means of settlement of differences. 

The boundary delimitation has been a 
source of serious difference for some years, 
and this has caused much popular agitation 
and talk of war. Some time ago, however, 
the countries agreed -to submit the entire 
boundary question to the decision of Great 
Britain, 

The assent of the British Government was 
secured, and the arbitration is now in course 
of execution. Notwithstanding this agree- 
ment, it is said that a considerable jingo 
element exists in both countries, but at the 
legations of bofh Chile and Argentina it is 
stated that officials attach no seriousness 
to the war rumors. 


BUENOS AYRES, Feb. 28.—The Govern- 
ment has decided to strengthen the Nation- 
al armaments in accordance with the 
wishes of the people expressed at the recent 
oat meetings in various parts of the re- 
public. 


HOPE FOR ZIONIST UNION. 


Concession Made Last Night May Re- 
sult in Amalgamation of the 
Two Sections. 


A meeting was held at 189 Henry Street 
last night which may result in the amalga- 
mation of the two sections of the Zionist 
movement and increase the number of fol- 
lowers of the Nordau-Herzl plan for the 
purchase and colonization of the Holy Land 
by the Hebrews from all countries. 

One of the sections has been agitating the 
question from a standpoint of nationalism 
and the other from that of religion. The 
meeting last night was held by the Nation- 
alists for the purpose of bringing about a 
union of the bodies so that the end sought 
might be furthered = co-operation. 

Prof. Richard Gottheil of Columbia pre- 
sided. A concession was made during the 
session to the religious wing by the inser- 
tion in the constitution of a clause to the 
effect that all effort shall be made “to 
foster the Jewish national spirit.’”” The 
word Jewish is intended to cover all ques- 
tions, whether economic, political, or re- 
ligious. This concession had the effect of 
causing the accession of six organizations to 
the wing which made it. Among those pres- 
ent at the meeting were the Rev. Stephen 
S. Wise, Adam Rosenberg, E. D. Eisenstein, 
Dr. Moses Mintz, and delegates from twen- 
ty-six_organizations within the borders of 
New York. 


MRS. ROGERS’S SANITY. 


Testimony in Regard to It Taken Be- 
fore a Commission—Spirit 
Pictures Shown, 


The investigation into the mental condi- 
tion of Mrs. Harriet E. Rogers, wife of 
Henry R. Rogers, was resumed yesterday 
evening before Samuel Milbank, William 
H. Willis, and Dr. George A. Dixon, who 
were appointed a commission on the subject 
by the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, and a Sheriff's jury. Mrs. Rogers, 
who is seventy years old, was present for 
the first time and took a deep interest in 
the proceedings. 

She was formerly the wife of Alfred 
Beach, editor of The Scientific American. It 
is alleged that Mrs. Rogers is a spiritualistic 
maniac, and was induced to marry her 
present husband and to convey to him all 


her property, valued at $200,000. Her chil- 
dren, Frederick Beach and Jennie Beach 
Gasper, procured the investigation. Mrs. 
Rogers spent several months in Blooming- 
dale Asylum in 1891 on account of her spir- 
itualistic tendencies. 

Pictures supposed to represent certain 
spirit friends of Mrs. Rogera were displayed 
on a table in front of the jury box. Dr. J. 
Leonard Corning, a medical expert, testi- 
#fied that Mrs. Rogers was insane and in- 
curable. He said that any person believing 
in. spiritualism had no claim to sanity. He 
said he examined Mrs. Rogers in 1890, and 
that she did not talk sensibly on common 
subjects. Mrs. Rogers, he declared, had 
shown him the pictures and had said they 
were those of her spirit friends. 

“She told me,” said the witness, “ that 
her husband was going to die before long, 
and that she would be a party to his death. 
She spoke of conversations she had with 
Henry Ward Beecher, Daniel Webster, and 
others. Then, again, she would suddenly 
change her conversation from the subject 
of Venus to that of the stock market.” 

Asked if there were not some things he 
did not know about insanity, Dr. Corning 
admitted that he ‘“‘ might have forgotten 
a few things.’’ 

The investigation was postponed to March 
11. Henry R. Rogers, the present husband 
of the alleged incompetent, was not in at- 
tendance yesterday. About two years ago 
he got into trouble at one of his seances 
for stabbing a man, 


MURDERED WITH A HATPIN. 


of Ene 
tering a Saloon on State Street, 
Chicago, Before He Died. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—It is almost a cer- 
tainty that Bartholomew Brandt Brand- 
ner, the Parisian traveling man who died at 
the Palmer House Saturday afternoon, was 
murdered with a woman's hatpin. The au- 
topsy shows not only concussion of the 
brain, but a small puncture which began 
near the corner of the left eye and ex- 


tended far into the interior of the skull, The 
detectives detailed on the case believe that 
after he was stabbed he was struck on 
the head with a bottle. Brandner came to 
the hotel more than a week ago. On Sun- 
day night, Feb. 20, he entered the hotel 
at a late hour, bleeding profusely, and fell 
to the floor. He was unconscious for two 
days, and, although he lived a week, did not 
become entirely rational. He told Dr. Ev- 
ans, the house physician, however, that he 
had entered a saloon on State Street, had 
taken a drink, and remembered nothing 
more. At other times he rambled about a 
strange man endeavoring to force an ac- 
quaintance with him, and seemed to be 
constantly trying to avoid some one: The 
physicians do not believe that he was drunk 
when assaulted. 

Thomas Brandner and wife, father and 
mother of the dead man, have arrived in 
the city and made arrangements to take 
the body to New Orleans. Neither of the 
yarents had seen the son for two years. 
roung Brandner went to Paris. several 
years ago, and was first connected with a 
silk manufacturing concern. Later he be- 
came the American representative of J. 
Rowell, exporter of sardines. The Coroner 
turned over to the father two trunks, a 
check for $300, a gold watch, a bunch of 
keys, two memcrandum books, and $165, 
which were in the possession of the young 
man when he died.

Buskirk was taking down a 
shotgun from the race to fire at a hawk 
which was among his chickens, when it was 
discharged and the contents lodged in the 
woman’s neck. There will be no arrest. 


County Society. 


The Dutchess County Society gave its 
second annual banquet last night at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. About 50 of the 
100 members were present. 

There were several patriotic incidents in 
the course of the evening. At the close 
of the speech of President W. H. Van 
Steenbergh the orchestra played the “ Star 
Spangled Banner,” and the President pro- 
posed the toast of the “Stars and Stripes,” 
which was drunk, and three cheers were 
given in response. 

In speaking to the toast ‘Our Sister So- 
cieties,”” Robert B. Roosevelt said: 

“We have glorified our ancestors, and it 
seems to me about time we were doing 
something to glorify ourselves, so that pos- 


terity ee be able to say that we were 
their wort ay ancestors. We are, no longer 
in our swaddling clothes. We should take 
our true _ among the nations of the 
earth, and disseminate the great ideas 
which are culiarly our own; for, after 
all, there is but one Republic in the world, 

The Father of this Country, George 
Washington, and the Father of our country, 
Peter the Silent, stand side by side. Few 
can walk in their footsteps, but should the 
time cone again when we shall be called 
upon for deeds of heroism or self-sacri- 
fice we will be found equal to the oc- 
casion. |[Cheers.] Thermopylae was repeat- 
ed in the Alamo, when the 16 Americans 
fought 2,000 Mexicans and gave up their 
lives. If we are called upon to defend our 
rights and liberty again, Thermopylae will 
be renewed.” [Applause. } 

Justice Augustus Van Wyck, in speaking 
on ‘‘ Greater New York,” said that “if the 
bullfrogs of a Latin nation want to plunge 
into our pond with a echunk-a-chunk the 
grand _old bullfrogs of Dutchess, without 
any Hidalgoism, will sing that familiar 
song, ‘When I walk dat levee round, I’m 
looking for dat bully, he must be found.’ ”’ 

The other speakers were Alfred T. Akert, 
on “‘ Dutchess County in Colonial Times ’”’; 
Gen. James Grant Wilson, on ‘‘ A Lesson in 
Spelling "; Justice Henry A. Gildersleeve, 
on ‘ The Judiciary,” and the Rev. Henry 
E. Cobb, on “ The Clergy.’’ Gen. Wilson 
explained that ‘‘ Dutchess’’ was named in 
honor of the Duchess of York, and that 
the word was then spelled with a “t.” 
Dr. Samuel Johnson, however, dropped the 
“t” in his dictionary, and all the world 
did likewise except the people of Dutchess, 
who stuck to the “t’ as if it embalmed 
some Dutch memory. He recalled that Ad- 
miral Worden, the hero of the Monitor; 
Gen. John A. Whitman of the Mexican 
War, James Kirk Paulding, and Chancellor 
James Kent were from Dutchess County.

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SCHOOL ‘SALARIES.

the Bronx, and Brooklyn Were 
; Signed Yesterday. . 

All the warrants for the salaries for Jan- 
uary of the employes of the School Boards 
of Manhattan and the Bronx and of Brook- 
lyn were signed yesterday.and the teachers, 
janitors, and others should receive their 
Pay to-day. The delay in making the pay- 
ments has aroused considerable unfavora- 
ble comment, much discomfort, and some 
positive distress. 

In Manhattan and the Bronx the salaries 
due Feb. 1 should have been paid, according 
to the rules of the late Board of Educa- 
tion, on the 15th. There was no notification 
that there would be any delay, and many 
of the employes of the board made engage- 
ments which they found themselves unable 
to fulfill. In Brooklyn the condition of 
affairs is more serious. Payday there has 
been the first day of each month, or the 
last school day of the month if the first of 
the month following is a holiday. To-day 
two months’ pay is due to every employe 
of the Brooklyn School Board. None of 
them has received any morey since the day 
before Christmas. A majority of the school 
teachers in Brooklyn are not entirely de- 


pendent on their pay, but some of them 
have no other means, and several tales of 
actual distress have reached the financial 
officers of the board. 

One woman, teaching in an Bastern Dis- 
trict school, has lost her home through her 
inability to collect the money due her. She 
held her house on a lease, which compelled 
her to pay her rent monthly in advance. 
She had improved the property greatly in 
the three years she had held it, and when 
She was unable to fulfill her share in the 
contract her landlord forced her to sur- 
render the lease and move. In two houses 
in Bast New York the gas company has 
cut off the supply of gas because the bills 
were unpaid. A janitor, who is buying a 
house on the installment plan, wrote that 
he had been compelled to raise $100 on 
chattel mortgage to make good a payment, 
and that the loan had cost him $35 interest. 

Nobody seemingly is willing to accept the 
responsibility for the delay. The School 
Board declares it to be the fault of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. That 
board blames the School Board and refers 
to the charter to show where the School 
Boards failed to comply with its provisions. 
If the salaries for January are paid to-day 
as promised by the School Boards and by 
the Controller’s office, the salaries for 
Brooklyn will still be a month in arrears. 

In Queens the teachers have almost given 
up hope of ever getting their back salary. 
None of them has been paid since October, 
and there is no fund from which to pay 
them. An appeal on their behalf to the 
Board of Estimate was referred to the Cor- 
poration Counsel, and Mr. Whalen suggest- 
ed that they bring suit against the city and 
recover from the judgment fund. Most of 
them fear to take any such action, but it is 
probable that they will do so, after the 
police and firemen of what was Long Island 
City, who have eight months’ pay due to 
them, have tried that plan successfully.

On that day $2,000,000 of Brookiyn tax cer- 
tificates with $53,333 interest become due.

Ratcliffe, in charge of a Deputy Sheriff, 
stopped in a Broadway restaurant, after 
leaving the referees, and there by chance 
met Assistant District Attorney Lloyd, who 
had prosecuted the case against him. The 
prisoner turned up his nose at Mr. Lloyd 
and the two did not speak. ° 

His appeal from his conviction for a 
saulting Alice De Lacy having been with- 
drawn, Ratcliffe will probably be taken to 
the penitentiary to-day. It is understood 
that he is to be put at work on the sea wall.

Revolutionary family of that name. His 
brother, Bradbury C. Chetwood, is a law- 
yer of this city.

Stock market strong. 


Many substantial advances were scored 
in the stock market yesterday. From the 
opening of business to the close, the mar- 
ket showed strength, and the advances 
were practically continuous. For ‘the first 
time in several days early London quota- 
tions were lower, and in the first two hours 
of the New York market the arbitrage 
houses were sellers to the extent of about 
25,000. shares, Except in the lower open- 
ing, however, these London sales had but 
little effect.

Most of the market’s strength came from 
what was practically a stampede among 
the shorts.

Much attention was paid to the rumor 
that the Supreme Court would hand down 
its decision in the Nebraska maximum rate 
case, and some of the buying was done in 
anticipation of this. When, however, it 
was found that the decision did not ma- 
terialize, there was much @isappointment 
and some selling of stocks bought earlier 
in the day.

“War extras ’”’ were few yesterday, there 
being a cessation of the sensationally bear- 
ish rumors regarding the probability of an 
immediate declaration of war against 
Spain. In fact, most of the news that Wall 
Street received during the day was of an 
inspiriting character. Several of the state- 
ments of earnings published showed larger 
gains than had been anticipated, and from 
the trade world such reports as theme were 
gave encouragement.

Although there is still nervousness over 
the Cuban situation, Wall Street’s appre- 
hensions of war are much less acute than 
they have been for some time. In fact, in 
many quarters where during the past week 
all attention was given to the sensational

IN ONE SOUTHERN CITY. 

On his return from a trip West toward 
the end of last Summer, Mr. W. O. Allison, 
publisher of The Oil, Paint, and Drug Re- 
porter, in an interview published in THE 
NEw YoRK TIMEs, expressed his views on 
the great improvement which he observed 
everywhere in the localities through which 
he passed. Mr. Allison ‘thas just now re- 
turned from the South, this time, however, 
on pleasure bent, remaining most of the 
while at Jekyl Island. In some visits which 
be made to the near-by City of Brunswick, 
Mr. Allison acquired a little of the en- 
thusiasm of the Georgians in regard to the 
future of that section. Mr. Allison said 
yesterday to a representative of THE NEW 
York TIMEs: 

“I took the trip over to Brunswick sev- 
eral times, and I was very much _ surprised 
at the evidences of progress that were pre- 
sented to me. When last I was in that 
city everything was in a truly depressed 
condition, amounting almost to stagnation. 
Now its citizens and merchants are full of 
activity and confident im a bright future. 
Business, they say, has never in the his- 
tory of the place been so profitable as it is 
now. Great improvements are going on. 

“ Brunswick’s progress comes largely 
from its splendid locatton as a port from 
which domestic manufactures of the South- 
ern regions may be shipped abroad. It is 
engaged in the West Indian trade and with 
South American countries, and is constant- 
ly handling increases in such exports. It 
is also becoming important as a port with 
direct European connection. These facts 
have not escaped the attention of the rail- 
roads there, and at the present time there 
is being built wharf accomodation extend- 
ing over 2,700 feet of new dock property. 
No one could a few years ago have even 
considered such progress possible. 

“Considerable export business with Eu- 
rope has also been going on at this point. 
Cottonseed, phosphate, and lumber are 
among the articles so disposed of. It is 
rapidly becoming the port for grain ship- 
ments from Western parts which have been 
using Gulf points as an outlet. The ex- 
ports and imports of Brunswick in 1897 
amounted to $26,000,000, a wonderful in- 
increase from $15,665,000, the amount for 
1896. 

“The population fell off from 1893 to 
1895, but now they have come back. There 
is a demand for property now in locations 
which a few years ago were regarded as 
unpurchasable. The water fronts are load- 
ed with merchandise. I was told that there 
is not an untenanted house in the whole 
place. Facilities for the distribution of 
goods are about as good at Brunswick as 
at Savannah, and when new terminal fa- 
cilities are completed there will be more 
than double the warehouse accommodation 
they have ‘had. The Southern Railway and 
the Plant system are spending hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in improving the trad- 
ing facilities there. This shows their con- 
fidence in its future, for they would not go 
to such expense unless the prospect of 
making much more justified it. Dock build- 
ing, wharf building, and dredging are going 
on apace. All river port traffic goes through 
Brunswick, and it is believed the Harbor 
and River Committee of Congress will rec- 
ommend the spending of money to improve 
it. There is a solid foundation for good 
business there. 

“The progress of Brunswick is illustra- 
tive of that of the whole South. Improve- 
ment in other cities may not as yet be as 
marked, but for the whole Southern section 
of the country I beHeve that there are 
prospects no less bright than those of the 
City ef Brunswick.” 


JERSEY CENTRAL GAINS. 

A gain of nearly 25 per cent.—over $200,- 
000—in the January gross earnings of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey gave the 
friends of that property yesterday occasion 
for enthusiasm, Of the great gross gain, 
over $154,000 was retained as gain in net 
earnings.

FEBRUARY’S BIG BUSINESS. 


Transactions in stocks during the month 
just closed aggregated 8,978,567 shares, a 
falling off, as compared with January, of 
288,127 shares, but an increase, as compared 
with the corresponding month last year, of 
6,160,971 shares. The sales of bonds amount- 
ed to $95,665,900, an increase of only §$2,-

AN UNEXPECTED ADVANCH.

SOUTHERN PROGRESS, 


No general statement can be fairly made 
on the entire Southern market, says The 
Chattanooga Tradesman, save that more or 
less improvement may be looked for as 
Spring comes on. 

In the matter of export business, condi- 
tions and prospects vary extremely at dif- 
ferent points—an overstock of sawn timber 
at Mobile, with exports much below those 
for the same period last year, while Norfolk 
reports active trade and heavy foreign de- 
mand for box grades at good prices and a 
short supply. The Mexican trade helps sus- 
tain Texas prices and business, though 
more than one Gulf port west of New Or- 
leans complains of high steam freights as 
the greatest detriment to foreign trade just 
now, combined with too low a foreign esti- 
mate of the money value, though not the 
utility and desirability, of pitch pine, for 
which shippers seem to have been too anx- 
ious to find a foreign customer regardless 
of price. 

Interior trade is satisfactory at all points; 
medium grades being most in demand at 
Mobile, poplar and both plain and quartered 
red and white oak at Nashville, and all up- 
per grades of hardwood at St. Louis. 

The Southern furnace men seem to have 
agreed at Birmingham on a basis of prices 
and co-operation to maintain them. De- 
mand is good, and the furnaces should do 
well enough this Spring. But in the absence 
of a uniform system of grading, price cut- 
ting will surely continue. 

The superior facilities in the South for 
the manufacture of textile goods continues 
to appeal to capitalists in the South as well 
as in the North, and several new plants 
have been projected the past week in which 


Southern capital is taking the lead. In New 


England the situation continues to receive 
the careful investigation of mill owners and 
a special legislative committee, and the 
prediction seems justified that at no distant 
day there will be an alliance of New Eng- 
land capital with the South’s capital and 
natural advantages for the production of all 
grades of textile goods that will bring the 
South to the position in this industry she 
should occupy, by reason of her labor, cli- 
mate, legislation, and location as regards 
supply of raw material.

The gross earnings of all lines east and west 
of Pittsburgh for the year were $128,278,086.86, 
operating expenses, $87,641,081.91, and net earn- 
ings, $40,637,054.95, an increase in gross earn- 
ings, compared with 1896, of $4,636,818.56, and in 
net earnings of $5,325,116.04. There were 159,- 
ay tons of freight moved, being an increase 
of 14,323,306 tons, and 68,848,697 passengers car- 
ried, a decrease of 3,071,163. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


It will be noted that there was no increase in 
the funded debt of your ‘mapany. and that the 
obligations issued by the Pennsylvania Company 
were at the lowest prevailing rate of .interest, 
and for the purpose of redeemin~ seven per cent. 
securities about to mature on iines forming a 
part of the system of that Company. 

The report of the Managers of the Trust 
created October 9th, 1878, hereto appended, shows 
that there has been paid by the Company to 
December 3ist, 1897, the sum of $4,655,456.50, 
that the total income therefrom has been &6,- 
525, 146.9 and. that on that date securities 
amounting at par to $8,720,410 were held in the 
Trust. There was appropriated to the Trust for 
the year 1897 the sum of $94,410.47. 

This Trust having, been in operation for nearly 
twenty years, it has become quite difficult to 
purehase the securities prescribed by. its terms, 
ts operation being now confined to bonds or 
stocks, of which the principal or the interest or 
dividend thereon had been guaranteed by your 
Company prior to its creation. It is deemed 
wise, therefore, that its scope shall be enlarged 
80 as to include guarantees made since 1878, and 
its continued efficiency thus assured. A _resolu- 
tion to that effect will be brought before the 
stockholders at the next annual meeting, the 
notice required by the terms of the Trust making 
it necessary to defer action until that time, 

The assets of the Insurance Fund at the end of 
the year were $3,886,363.56, being an increase of 
$123,752.29 as compared with 1896. 

The membership of the Employes Relief Fund 
of the lines east of Pittsburgh and Erie at the 
close of the year was 43,675, the largest since 
its establishment. During the year the mem- 
bers contributed $739,052.21, while the Company 
and its affiliated lines contributed $109,619.89 for 
operating expenses, and $45,939.90 for extra 
benefits to members whose disability had contin- 
ued for over 52 weeks, and who were therefore 
no longer entitled to regular benefits from the 
Fund. The total receipts were $914,789.12, and 
the balance on hand at the beginning of the 
year $436,968.09. After distributing $308,284.21 
in death benefits, and $326,933.96 in cases of 
disability arising from sickness and accident, and 
meeting all its obligations and providing for un- 
adjusted death claims, a balance of $508,736.95 
remained to the credit of the Fund as the re- 
sult of its operations for the last three years, out 
of which must be paid unadjusted claims for 
benefits growing out of sickness or accident occur- 
ring during that period. There will probably be 
a& surplus of $246,937.50 after providing for such 
liabilities, making its aggregate surplus for the 
entire period of the Fund $616,523.18. 

The number of depositors in the Employes’ 
Saving Fund at the end of the year was 5,267, an 
increase of 323. The amount received from de- 
positors during the year was $479,424, and the 
balance in the fund at the close of the year was 
$1,953,114.72, of which $1,800,000 is invested in 
securities bearing interest at the average rate 
of four per cent. 

It will be rememberei,. as stated in the last 
annual report, that the heavy reduction in traffic 
and revenue, consequent upon the depression 
theretofore existing in the commercial and manu- 
facturing interests of the country, had compelled 
the discontinuance of the greater portion of the 
work which was in progress in revising the align- 
ment and grades of the Main Line. As a conse- 
quence thereof, the large expenditure already 
made remained unproductive, and the work was 
not resumed until the latter part of 1897, when 
more favorable conditions justified its continu- 
ance. It has since been regularly prosecuted at 
Kinzer _on the Philadelohia Division, 
tween Lilly and Portage and from Conemaugh 
Furnace to Nineveh on the Pittsburgh Division, 
while it has been finished at Rheems on the 
former division, and, except the laying of the 
track, at Radebaugh on the latter division. 

In consequence of the late period in the year 
at which the work was resumed, a large portion 
thereof still remains to be done, and, as further 
noted, a special appropriation has been made for 
its speedy completion. 

In order to facilitate the movement of trains 
over the Allegheny Mountain provision is also 
now being made for four tracks from Altoona to 
Kittanning Point, and for a complete three-track 
system from Kittaning Point to the east end of 
the Gallitzin Tunnel. The widening of the new 
Portage Tunnel and the double tracking of the 
Portage Road from the tunnel to Cresson have 
also been placed under contract. 

In order to secure the best results from outlays 
of this character, it 1s necessary that the work 
should, when once begun, be pushed to comple- 
tion, and to that end it has been decided to 
create an Extraordinary Expenditure Fund, in 
which shall be set apart from time to time such 
sum as can properly be spared for such purposes 


and be-™ 


replaced the old wooden spans. The erection of 
the new spans was a creditable piece of work, 
several of them having been placed in position 
in ten working hours, while the whole structure 
Was erected in twenty-one days. 

Various improvements were made du the 
me upon the United Railroads of New Jersey 

ivision. A change of line was made in New 
Brunswick and four tracks laid through the city, 
and further progress was made toward completing 
the automatic signals between Monmouth Junc- 
tion and Trenton, and between Morrisville and 
Holmesburg Junction. 

The new fer 
third Street ew York, was put in operation 
May 16th, 1897. The public convenience has been 
largely promoted by the establishment of this 
new route, and your passenger traffic increased 
thereby. A cab service similar to that in opera- 
tion at Broad Street Station, Philadelphia, was 
also established in connection with this ferry, and 
provision made therefor through the purchase of 
property and the erection of the necessary build- 
ings thereon. 

The amount expended in construction on branch 
and auxiliary lines was $188,800.65, on account of 
which there was received from those companies 
the sum of $144,947.05 in cash. This expenditure 
was mainly in the completion of the all-rail con- 
nection via the Delaware River Bridge, near 
Frankford, between your lines in Pennsylvania 
and vour seashore lines, and in the construction 
of . branch and sidings on the South Fork Rail- 
road. 

On the seventh day of January a_ consolidation 
was made of the Hanover and York Railroad 
Company and Frederick and Northern Railroad 
Company under the name of the York, Hanover 
and Frederick Railroad Company, thus placing 
the entire line between York and Frederick 
under one organization. 

The property heretofore known as the Brooklyn 
Annex, and comprising the ferry boats_operat- 
ing between your Jersey City piers and Brooklyn 
and other points in the harbor of New York, has 
been purchased by your Company with the view 
of improving the facilities for the passenger 
traffic to and from those important centres. 

In connection with the widening of Delaware 
Averue and the general improvement of the 
harbor front on the Delaware River by the City 
of Philadelphia, the work of eet. the 
ferry facilities at Market Street Wharf is being 
rapidly prosecuted. It is expected that by the 
ist of May the southern half of this work will 
be completed, and the convenience of the public 
will be thereby materially promoted. With the 
view of further increasing the facilities for sea- 
shore travel the double-tracking of the line of the 
old Camden and Atlantic Road is being com- 
pleted with rail weighing 100 pounds to the yard, 
and by the Ist of May will be in excellent con- 
dition to meet the requirements of the passenger 
traffic, which reaches the West Jersey and Sea- 
shore Railroad by the ferries as well as by the 
all-rail connection via the Delaware River Bridge. 

When the $3,000,000 of 4 per cent, Equipment 
Trust Gold Bonds were issued by your Company 
in 1889 it was provided that should it be found 
impracticable to retire the same through the 
Sinking Fund pledged for their redemption, such 
fund should be applied to the purchase of addi- 
tional equipment to be also held under the terms 
of the Trust. As the bonds had twenty-five years 
to run, the object of this provision was to guard 
against the depreciation naturally occurring dur- 
ing that period and insure to the holder of the 
securities the continued possession by the Trustee 
of cars fully equal in value to the obligations out- 
standing against them. The original oy ment 
and the additions thereto amounting to 1, cars, 
having heretofore been carried at cost on your 
books, it has been deemed wise to reduce their 
value to that of the original equipment, and the 
excess has therefore been charged against your 
Profit and Loss Account. 

There has also been charged against your Gen- 
eral Profit and Loss Account the cost of the stock 
held by you in the Summit Branch Coa] Company, 
this property having been sold under foreclosure 
proceedings by the mortgage bondholders. The 
condition of this property and the increased 
expense resulting from the depth of its work- 
ings, have made its future very problematical, 
and it was deemed wise to reduce the valuation 
of its securities in your accounts accordingly. 

The board records with regret the loss by death, 
on the twenty-ninth day of January, 1898, of your 
Purchasing Agent, Mr. A. W. Sumner. Mr. Sum- 
ner had been connected officially with that depart- 
ment since June 1, 1888, having been Assistant 
Purchasing Agent from that date until December 
1, 1898, when he was promoted to be its head. 
He performed the responsible duties devolving 
upon him with the utmost integrity and ability, 
and possessed the thorough confidence and regard 
of his associates. 

Under the revised organization, Mr. Charles 
A. Chipley was, on March 10, 1897, appointed 
General Freight Agent, in charge of local traffic, 
and Mr. John B. Thayer, Jr., General Freight 
Agent, in charge of through traffic. 

A condensed General Balance Sheet of the Com- 
pany is hereto appended. 

The board renews their acknowledgments to 
the officers and empljoyes for the fidelity and 
efficiency with which they have discharged their 
duties during the past year.

HIS APPOINTEES HELPED HIM 


The Report on the Society for the Re- 
lief of the Ruptured and Crippled 
Shows that the Institution 
‘Has Been Overpaid. 


For the first time since the new. Admin- 
istration came into power Mayor Van Wyck 
‘was outvoted yesterday at the meeting of 
the Board of Bstimate and Apportionment. 
A reconsideration of the vote was called for, 
and the vote was reversed because Corpo- 
ration Counsel Whalen. changed his mind 
when he saw how desirous the Mayor was 
of carrying the point. Tax Commissioner 
Feitner and Mr. Whalen, both of whom 
hold appointive offices, helped him to the 
majority. President Guggenheimer and the 
‘Controller, who were elected to their places, 
voted against him. 

The question at issue was whether a re- 
quest of President Straus of the Health 
Board for an appropriation of $2,279.23, to 
pay the Inspectors of Mercantile Establish- 
ments, should or should not be referred to 
the Controller. Mr. Straus said the work 
was done under authority of law, and the 
Inspectors should be paid, although money 
to pay them had not been included in the 
appropriation for the Health Department. 
Their places have been abolished, but they 
had worked through January until Feb. 10, 
and were entitled to their pay. 

“We will not increase the appropriation,’ 
declared the Mayor. ‘“ We have allowed 


the Health Department so much money for 
Balaries, and it must suffice.” 

““I move we refer the matter to the Con- 
troller,” said the Corporation Counsel, 
whose opinion that the men must be paid 
ae ee with President Straus’s re- 

est. 


The Mayor Labors in Vain. 


“We must cut our coats according to 
our cloth,” replied the Mayor. “It’s as 
well to let these people know at once that 
they cannot have more money than we 
have given them. If there is not enough 
for all the employes, the force must be 
reduced. 

“The books and accounts of the Health 
Department are in bad shape, anyway. I 
have been unable to get a monthly trial bal- 
ance from them, and only this morning I 


ordered an expert bookkeeper to straighten 
out the muddle.” 

Mr. Whalen voted with Mr. Guggenheim- 
er and the Controller in favor of his mo- 
tion, and it was carried against the votes 
of the Mayor and Mr. Feitner. A different 
result was obtained ten minutes later, when 
during the discussion of a request from 
Supervisor Butler of The City Record, for 
an increase of $3,000 in his appropriation, 
the Mayor appeared willing to make. the 
allowance... Mr. Butler wrote that there 
Were eighty departments to serve, where 
there were formerly fifty, and the increase 
was a necessity. The Mayor was. saying 
that there was considerable reason in Mr. 
Butier’s demand, when President Guggen- 
heimer interrupted: 

“We can’t make fish of one and flesh of 
the other.”’ 

*“*No,’’ acquiesced Mr. Coler. “ If we keep 
one down, we must keep the other down. 
‘Let us treat all alike.” 

The Mayor fell into their humor at once. 
“IT agree with you thoroughly,”’ he said. 
“We will make no increases if I can help 
it. I move to reconsider the motion to 
refer the Board of Health matter to the 
Controller.’’ 

The motion was carried, and the former 
action taken was reversed by Mr. Whalen’s 
change of vote. Nothing further was done 
on Mr. Butler’s request, and no vote was 
taken upon it. 

On the report of Corporation Connsel 
Whalen, the board decided to refund to the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal Railroad Com- 
pany $108,102.64 taxes with interest, paid un- 
der protest by the company. For several 
years, Mr. Whalen explained, the company 
had paid its taxes on a three-million-dollar 
valuation without protest... Mayor Strong’s 
tax board increased the assessment to 
$5,000,000, and the company appealed. The 
Appellate Division decided in its favor, and 
Mr. Whalen said the city must refund the 
money paid, with interest. 

It was decided to issue revenue bonds to 
pay certain expenses of the Rapid Transit 
Commission, amounting to $10,961.64, coun- 
sel fees, &c. When the matter was brought 
up President Guggenheimer asked if the 
bills had been examined. Controller Coler 
said the accounts were correctly stated, 
and the Mayor added: ‘“ Theyare not pleas- 
ant to look at, but the money was expend- 
ed, and we've got to pay it.” 


How a Hospital Was Overpaid. 


A sum of $51,853.89 was asked to defray 
the expenses in different institutions for the 
past month of children committed from Po- 
lice and Magistrates’ Courts. The money 
comes from the excise funds, and is ap- 
portioned by the Board of Estimate. The 
Mayor asked the Controller, who presented 
the request, if the bills rendered by the dif- 
ferent institutions were thoroughly inspect- 


ed. Mr. Coler explained the system of in- 
spection, and the Mayor produced a report 
from the Commissioners of Accounts and 
asked the clerk to read it. 

The report was on the payment of city 
money to the New York Society for the Re- 
lief of the Ruptured and Crippled during the 
six years preceding 1896, and showed that 
the hospital had been overpaid more than 
$35,000. The report said in part: 

“The hospital received an income from the pa- 
tients amounting to $59,169.80, and this amount 
we claim should have been deducted from their 
bills as rendered quarterly, and which we under- 
stand from the Controller’s office is now being 
done. 

“ Again, we found that this hospital was charg- 
ing the city for 7,489 days at the rate of $150 
per annum, or about 41 cents per day for patients 
occupying free beds, which seems to be a ques- 
tion as to its being a proper charge against the 
city. 

«We also found erroneous overcharges on va- 
rious accounts, such as patients charged for 
subsequent to date of discharge or death, &c., 
and also credits resulting in a net overcharge of 
2, ys, which charge is also at the rate of 
$150 per annum. 

** Again, we found that this hospital charged 
for patients after they had sent them to the 
hospital of the Health Department, making 2,783 
days, and finally we found that thts hospital 
charged for 85,347 days at the rate of $150 per 
annum for patients, who, according to the books 
of the society, were placed in the hospital by 
non-residents. 

** We find that the city has paid this hospital 
from Jan. 1, 1891, to Dee. 31, 1896, a period of 
six years, the sum of $143,780.65, and that they 
have received from patients as shown by their 
ledger $59,169.80, making a total of $202,950.45, 
which total does not include donations made to 
them from other sources.”’ 

According to the report, the overcharge 
made possible by loose methods of certifi- 
cation and carless inspection consisted of 
2.583 days at 41 cents, $1,059.03, and 85,347 
days of non-residents at the same figure, 
$34,992.27; total, $36,051.30. The Commis- 
sioners conclude their report with the state- 
ment that they are making similar examina- 
tions of the other charitable institutions 
receiving city moneys. 

The appropriation made by the present 
Board of Estimate to the Society for the Re- 
lief of the Ruptured and Crippled was on an 
average of 175 patients, $26,250. 

A request received from_the Board of 
Municipal Court Justices of Manhattan ask- 
ing that the salaries of eertain janitors be 

yaid was referred to the Controller, and a 
ike communication from the Bronx that in- 
eluded a request for an allowance for an 
interpreter took the same course as regards 
the janitor, but was ignored as far as the 
interpreter was concerned, 


Coal Distribution Cut Off. 


Commissioner Keller of the Department 
of Charities reported that under a verbal 
report from Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Biandy he had entered into a contract with 
a dealer to supply 3,000 tons of coal for 
free distribution to the poor, and had dis- 
tributed about 750 tons when a written 


opinion from Mr. Whalen told him_ there 
was no authority for the outlay. He has 
expended in all, including inspectors’ sal- 
aries and other incident expenses, 
$2,584.67, and he asked the Board of Bsti- 
mate to pay the bills. He reported that the 
coal dealer was satisfied to break his con- 
tract if his bill were paid at once. ° 
Mr. Whalen said Mr. Blandy declared he 
had never advised Mr. Keller that he might 
continue the free coal distribution, and the 
decided to receive the report without 
action or comment. 
. A transfer of $23,490.89 from the Board 
of Education setepetesion of 1897 was 
made to defray the expense of the school

SALARIES AND REMOVALS. 


Warden Kerr’s Transfer—Brooklyn 
Drainage Bureau Abolished, 


Commissioner Lantry of the Department 
of Correction has transferred John Kerr 
from the Wardenship of District Prisons to 
Riker’s Island, and reduced his salary from 
$2,500 to $1,000. Kerr’s salary was raised 
by ex-Commissioner Wright in September 
last from $1,500 to $2,500. He is a civil 
service appointee, and cannot be removed. 

The Board of Health has abolished the 
Bureau of Plumbing and Drainage in 
Brooklyn and thereby. removed fourteen In- 
spectors and engineers. The work will be 
.done from the main office, and men will 
be appointed for this purpose as soon as the 
new civil service rules are satisfactorily 
adopted. The board yesterday announced 
these salaries of récently appointed em- 
ployes: William. B. Fernhead, $1,600; Will- 
iam H. Park, $2,000;. Alfred L. Beebe, 
$1,800; Harry BE. Bramley, $1,500; John T. 


Turner, $1,500; Frederick Sprenger, $1,500; 
David L. Johnston, $1,500; James Bryan, 
$1,500; Samuel McCallum, $1,500; Garrett N. 
Ford, $1,400; A. S. Ambler, $1,800. 

Thomas J. Brady, Commissioner of the 
Department of Buildings in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx, announced 
yesterday that he had reduced the salaries 
of the employes of his department so as to 
save more than $15,000 a.year. The reduc- 
tion takes effect March 1. The heaviest cut 
is to John A. Lee, one of the Plumbing In- 
spectors, who is cut from $2,500 to $1,400. 
Lee’s salary was raised from $1,400 to 
$2,500 on Superintendent Constable’s last 
day in office, and Commissioner Brady now 
takes away the increase. 


T. Barney Elected President 
at Its First Meeting.

For the Inspection of Elevators.

Offices Abolished in Queens. 


Water Comniissioner Daiton has abolished 
the offices of Superintendent and Assistant 
Superintendent of the College Point water 
works, held by Jacob Koerber and Adolph 
Koerber, respectively. The positions of Col- 
lector of Water Rents of Whitestone, held 
by Ferdinand Davis, and Collector of Flush- 
ing Water Rents, held by John F. Rogers, 
have also been done away with. Hereafter 
all payments for water rents will be made 
in the Flushing Town Hall for the two dis- 
tricts. 


May M. Kellard Acquitted. 


The jury in the case of May M. Kellard, 
who has been on trial before Judge New- 
burger in the General Sessions Court, 
brought in a verdict of acquittal yesterday, 
after being out only twenty minutes. Miss 
Kellard was accused of pawning a harp 
valued at $650 which did not belong to her. 


There is still an indictment for forgery 
pending against her, but it ts the general 
opinion that it will not be pressed. When 
court opened, the defendant went on the 
stand, and an effort was made by Assistant 
District Attorney Lloyd to question her con- 
cerning how she obtained many thousands 
of dollars from William G. Wood, who is 
now in a sanitarium. The defendant’s coun- 
sel ected to the questions and was sus- 
tait by the court. The woman was re- 
manded to the Tombs on the charge of for- 
gery, but will probably be released on her 
own recognizance to-day. 


The Trial of Mrs, Braun. 


Mrs. Anna Braun was placed on trial yes- 
terday in the Kings County Court, before 
Judge Hurd, on a charge of.murder in the 
first degree. On May 28, 1897, while despe- 
rate from her inability to support her two 
children she took them into a drug store 
and ordered three glasses of soda water. 
She put paris green in thé drink, and the 
elder child, Charles, died. Mrs. Braun and 
the other child recovered. The trial will

MYSTERY IN THIS MURDER 


N. W. Pontius Shot Down in the 
Street for No Known 
Provocation. 


FIVE BULLETS IN HIS BODY 


Emil Guzman, Who Shot Him, Then 
Sauntered Away with His Hands in 
His Pockets—Pontius a Hard- 
Working Man with Family. 


Nicholas W. Pontius was shot and in- 


stantly killed by Emil Guzman in front of 


the Plaza Market, at 217 East Fifty-ninth 
Street, shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Guzman fired five shots into the 
victim’s body, and then, thrusting his hands 
in his pockets, sauntered away as uncon- 
cerned as if nothing unusual had occurred, 
Why he shot Pontius he refused to say, and 
the dead man’s family, his friends, and 
the persons who in a casual way knew the 
murderer can give no’ explanation of the 
affair. Unless the explanation comes from 
Guzman himself the cause which led up to 
the crime seems likely to remain a mystery. 

Guzman, who is now in the Tombs, is a 
heavily built man of medium height, with 
dark hair and mustache. He is good look- 
ing, and has the reputation of being fond 
of the company of women, He dresses 
well and wears diamonds. He has been 
known in the neighborhood of East Fifty- 
ninth Street for at least ten years, but no 
one seems to ‘have krown much about him. 
He was away, sometimes for menths, on 
long trips through the country. 

Nobody. could be found yesterday who 
knew where he lived or who was sure of 
his real name, for he has traveled under at 
least two names. He was known as a deal- 
er in diamou.ds and other jewels, and as a 
gambler. So far as is known he was single. 
tn spite of his somewhat shady reputation, 
he neither drank nor used tobacco. 


Pontius a Steady Man, 


Pontius was an entirely different sort of 
man. He was married and had two 
daughters, one of whom ‘is married, and the 
other is sixteen years old. He lived with his 
wife and unmarried daughter at 210 East 
Vifty-sixth Street. He dealt in buying and 
selling old buildings, and worked at stone 
masonry. Several years ago he was a con- 
tractor on a small scale. He was a hard- 
working man, and his reputation was good, 
He thhad been known to pick quarrels at 
times over trivial matters, but he was 
known as a quiet, peaceable sort of fellow, 
as a rule. 

It was the busiest part of the day in Bast 
Fifty-ninth Street when Pontius was shot, 
and the walks were filled with people. There 
were at least a score of witnesses of the 
crime. A little after noon Pontius stopped 
at Evans's saloon, at No. 214, and bought a 
drink. He was well known in the place, 
and he fell into conversation with the bar- 
tender and several friends. He staid there 
nearly an hour. When he went out he 
walked across the street to the market, al- 
most directly opposite. 

As he stepped on the sidewalk in front of 
this place, Guzman suddenly appeared be- 
fore him with a revolver in his hand, With- 
out a word the revolver was pointed at Pon- 
tius’s face and discharged. Pontius stag- 
pees backward and recovered his balance, 

ut hardly a second had passed before an- 
other.shot was fired. Pontius reeled, threw 
up his hands, and fell upon his back under 
a wagon that was standing there. Three 
more shots were fired from the same weap- 
on, and all took effect in the wounded 
man’s body. The revolver was a self-cocker 
and all the five shots were fired in rapid 
succession, 

Almost instantly the murderer and his 
victim were surrounded by a crowd of peo- 
ple. There were cries of ‘‘ Lynch him! Kill 
him!” The whole block was in an uproar. 
A poorly dressed man pushed his way 
through the mass of people, and, rushing 
up to Guzman, struck him in the face. Guz- 
man’s hands were held by two other men, 
and he could not retaliate even if he had 
been so inclined. 

A small boy ran around the corner into 
Third Avenue and hailed Policeman Will- 
iam Stockinger. Stockinger ran back to the 
scene of the shooting and placed Guzman 
under arrest. When the crowd was forced 
back it was found that Pontius was dead. 
There were bullet holes in the centre of his 
forehead, in his left temple, in his nose, in 
the centre of his chest, and in his right 
side. He was covered with blood that had 
formed a little pool on the pavement where 
he lay. 

The Prisoner’s Nerve. 

Guzman displayed remarkable nerve: As 
soon as he had fired the last shot in the re- 
volver he put his hands in his pockets, 
turned on his heel, and kept his back to- 
ward the bleeding body of Pontius. He 


walked slowly away. There was not the 
slightest effort on his part to escape ar- 
rest. 


The first man to seize him was Thomas. 


Murray, a coachman of 120 East Sixty-third 
Street. Murray was on a belt-line car and 
jumped off when he heard the first shot. 
He grabbed Guzman by the arm and took 
his revolver from him. John Wilkinson of 
223 East Twenty-second Street, also a 
coachman, ran up and seized Guzman’s 
other arm. The two coachmen held the 
murderer until they were surrounded and 
pushed about by the fast-gathering crowd. 
It looked serious for the prisoner for a 
time, but the crowd’s indignation found 
vent only in threats, except when the 
stranger punched the prisoner's face. 

F. O. Balck, a jeweler across the street 
from the scene of the shooting, who had 
known Guzman for years by the name of 
“Gus” Davis, ran up to him and said: 
“Gus, why did you do this?”’ 

Guzman eyed him coldly for a moment, 
and replied in a voice that did not waver 
or betray the slightest sign of emotion: 
“I don’t care to make any statement at 
present. I’m not going to sav.”’ 

The prisoner, followed by the crowd, was 
taken to the Yorkville Police Court, where 
he was arraigned before Magistrate Crane. 
From the court he was taken-to the Cor- 
oners’ office. There the reporters surround- 
ed him and asked for a statement. 

“‘Gentlemen,”’ said the murderer, with a 
smile, “‘I have nothing to say.” 

Coroner Bausch sent the prisoner to the 
Tombs. The victim’s body was sent to a 
Third Avenue undertaking establishment. 


No Reason Known, 


There was no satisfactory explanation 
from any source as to why Guzman com- 
mitted the crime. But there were all sorts 
of stories flying about. Some said it was 


because of a gambling debt which Guzman 
owed to Pontius and refused to pay, and 
for which Pontius had threatened to punch 
him. Others said Guzman had d at- 
tention to Pontius’s sixteen-year-old daugh- 
ter, and that her father had interfered. 
Still others said Pontius owed Guzman 
borrowed money. But not the slightest 
foundation for any of these stories could 
be found. 

The prisoner’s lawyer would say no more 
than the prisoner himself. Pontius’s wife 
said she had never heard of Guzman, and 
that her sixteen-year-old daughter had 
kept company with no man, The crowd in 
Evans’s saloon said it was a mysterious 
business, and shook their h - Mr. 
Balck, the jeweler, said he didn’t have any 
explanation to give, and that he didn’t 
know anything about it. 

In August, 1895, Guzman bought dia- 
monds worth $137 from Richard Eohen of

180 Bowery, and neglected to pay him. 
Cohen got out a warrant, as the police rec- 
ords show. Two years later, Guzman sent 
word to Cohen that. he wanted to come 
back to the city and would pay the debt if 
the charge was withdrawn. Cohen with- 
drew the charge after Guzman had paid the 
money. There is a policy shop next to the 
market, in front of which the shooting oc- 
curred, and it is known that Guzman played 
policy there. It is said that Pontius also 
played there occasionally. It is out of this 
shop that Guzman is supposed to have 
come when ‘he met Pontius. 

The prisoner told the police he lived at 
938 Third Avenue, but it was said at 
that address that he had not lived there for 
two years. Where he does live is not 
known. About a month ago he came here 
from New Orleans, where he had been for 
some time.

LEGAL NOTES. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE.—The Appellate Term 
of the Supreme Court yesterday reversed 
judgment given by Justice Stiner of the 
Eighth District Court, in favor of Mrs. 
Kathryn M. Bostwick, in her suit against 
Jolin L. Brower, the lawyer, to recover 
$128.64 for articles of attire furnished to 
Mrs. Brower, about three months after she 
had abandoned her husband. Presiding 
Justice Beekman, who gave the opinion, 
stated the law to be well settled that a wife 
is entitled to procure what is reasonably 
necessary for her support and maintenance 
on her husband's credit, where he fails to 
make proper provision for her necessities, 


and that this power continues although 
they may be living 1n a state of separation, 
provided such separation has not been 
caused by a wrongful act of the wife. 
“ Where a wife abandons her husband, for 
good cause,’ the Presiding Justice says, 
“and her condition is such that a recourse 
to her husband’s credit becomes necessary 
for her support, those who furnish her with 
necessary supplies on his account can com- 
pel him to pay therefor. In seeking to re- 
cover against him, however, they assume 
the burden of. establishing the fact that the 
conditions existed which would justify the 
wife in so purchasing on the credit of her 
husband. If husband and wife live apart, 
the burden is upon the person furnishing 
the necessaries to show that the circum- 
stances are such as to render the husband 
liable.’ The Court characterized the evi- 
dence with respect to the grounds of Mrs. 
Brower’s abandonment as being of the 
most general character. She said she left 
her husband ‘on account of his utter in- 
difference and neglect, which I could not 
stand any longer. While my father, or 
grandfather, lived I was his pet. At his 
death, it was more than I could stand to 
live with Mr. Brower, who never paid any 
attention to me, and I simply left him of 
my own accord because I could not stand 
it any longer. - There was no claim, the 
Court said, of any physical violence, 
threats, or specific misconduct of any kind. 
“Tt is quite plain that this was not suffi- 
cient to justify this wife in her abandon- 
ment, We are of opinion that the plaintiff 
has failed to make out a cause of action 
against the defendant, founded upon the 
claim of justifiable abandonment.” As to 
the claim that the wife was acting as agent 
of her husband, the Court held there was 
no evidence to show any act on the part of 
the defendant on which an agency in fact 
could be predicated. 
*,* 

FAILED TO HAND OVER THE RING.—Simon 
Buttner, agairst whom a judgment was 
rendered in the City Court, was ordered at 
Special Term, when undergoing an examina- 
tion in supplementary proceedings, to hand 
over a ring set with a large diamond and 
twe rubies, whith he wore upon his finger, 


to Maurice Blumenthal, as receiver of Butt- 
ner’s property. He did hand over a ring, 
but Blumenthal claimed it was not the one 
in question. On affidavits, the Court subse- 
quently decided it was not the ring ordered 
to be delivered, but that Buttner had prac- 
ticed deceit on the Court by delivering an- 
other ring of little or no value. Buttner 
was adjudged to be in contempt, and or- 
dered either to deliver the ring and pay $10 
costs or pay $50 as the value of the ring. 
The Appellate Term of the Supreme Court 
yesterday affirmed an order of the General 
Term of the City Court, affirming the order 
below. Justice Gildersleeve, who gives the 
opinion, holds that the adjudication of the 
court in which the contempt occurred is 
conclusive that the party committed the act 
whereof he was convicted. The conduct of 
Buttner as found by the court below was 
held te clearly constitute a disobedience of 
the lawful mandate of the court, and con- 
sequently Buttner was guilty of contempt. 
*,* 

Frre ALARM BOXES IN PUBLIC PLACES.— 
A judgment given in favor of the defend- 
ants by Justice. Lynn, in the First District 
Court, in a suit brought by the Manhattan 


Fire Alarm Company against Weber & 
Fields, has been affirmed by the Appellate 
Term, in an opinion by Justice Giegerich. 
The defendants in September, 1896, became 
lessees of a music hall in this city in which 
plaintiffs had installed for a former les- 
see five fire alarm boxes. These remained 
until September, 1897, when they were re- 
moved by plaintiff, who sought to recover 
for having maintained such service during 
the period mentioned. The defendants 
showed that they never requested the serv- 
ice and merely suffered the alarm signals 
to remain pending plaintiff’s attempt to se- 
cure from them a contract for their main- 
tenance in the future, The Court holds, 
among other things, that to charge a de- 
fendant for services rendered in discharg- 
ing an obligation imposed by law, plaintiff 
must establish a necessity for his action; 
and that no recovery can be had where the 
public authorities have ample power to com- 
pel the defendants to discharge the duty 
which the law imposes. 
*,* 

LIABILITY FOR A RAISED CHECK.—A check 
raised from $8.50 to $80.50 by adding the let- 
ter ‘“‘y”’ to the word “ eight’’ and a cipher 
to the numerical figure “8” was delivered 
by the payee to Robert Oppenheim, and it 
was deposited by the latter for collection in 


the West Side Bank. A few days there- 
after the bank’s collection and discount 
clerk, in response to an inquiry, stated that 
the check was “all right’’; and Oppen- 
thheim, relying upon such statement, paid to 
the person from whom he received the 
check the difference between its amount as 
raised and a small bill for services ren- 
dered by him for such person. Upon the 
discovery of the forgery the bank sought 
to charge Oppenheim with the amount of 
the raised check paid over to him in ig- 
norance on the part of both parties of such 
alteration. In a suit brought by Oppen- 
heim, in the eS District Court, against 
the West Side Bank to recover $46 remain- 
ing on deposit, the Appellate Term has re- 
versed judgment given in favor of the plain- 
tiff. The court held, by Justice Giegerich, 
that the duties of the teller related solely 
to the discount and collection of commer- 
cial paper, and that his response that the 
check was ‘all right’’ must be limited to 
the fact of its payment by the drawee, and 
not extended to the genuineness of the 
body of the check, and that defendant was 
not, under the circumstances’ estopped 
from alleging any alteration therein.

THE'SIXTY-NINTI’S SCHEME 


A Plan to Get Rid of Col. Smith 
by Making Him Briga- 
dier General. 


TO ABSORB THE VOLUNTEERS 


Those Who Wish to Preserve the Irish 
Character of the Regiment Actively 
at Work—Gen. J. R. O’Beirne 
Slated for Commander. 


Officers of the Sixty-ninth Regiment, as 
well as prominent Irishmen outside the reg- 
imert, are working in the most active man- 
ner for the election of Col. George Moore 
Smith to the Brigadier Generalship of the 
Fifth Brigade, which fs to be held in the 
armory of the Seventh Regiment to-night, 

It is known th2t many officers of the Six- 
ty-ninth Regiment are opposed to Col. Smith 
and his administration as tending to dena- 
tionalize the Sixty-ninth, and this has been 
more apparent than ever the last few weeks 
since the election of Capt. Putnam Bradlee 
Strong, son of the ex-Mayor. They con- 
sider that the only salvation of the regiment 
and the only way to preserve its truly Irish 
character is to get rid of Col. Smith, and 
for this reason they are working might and 
main for his election to the Brigadier Gen- 
eralship. 

If Col. Smith succeeds in getting the com- 
mand of the brigade to-night, it is said, 
Gen. James R. O’Beirne will be chosen as 
Colonel, and the Sixty-ninth will be en- 
larged to a twelve-company regiment by 
taking in the Irish Volunteers, e idea is 
to make each company of the Sixty-ninth 
aggregate a’ total of 103 officers and men, 
which would give it over 1,200 men and 
make it the largest regiment in the United 
States. Gen. O’Beirne, it is understood, 
would select a staff of representative Irish- 
men. The matter of a new armery, which 
has been hanging fire for so long, would 
be pushed, and every effort made to make 
the armory a lasting monument to the 
prowess of the Irish soldier. It would con- 
tain a great art gallery, in which would 
be kept paintings of Irish heroes. 

The. field officers of the Sixty-ninth who 
will take part in to-night’s election are 
naturally silent on the subject, but Capt. 
Edward T. McCrystal of Company B, when 
seen yesterday, said: ‘‘ Every Irishman in 
the city would be proud to see the Sixty- 
ninth plgced as high among National Guard 
reghments as the proposed consolidation 
alone can place it. There is a decided re- 
awakening of the Irish spirit in the regi- 
ment of late, and the Maine incident has 
tended to intensify the feeling of the men.” 

“Would the Volunteers come into the 
regiment with an American at the head?’”’ 
he was asked. 

‘““No. There is no doubt of the Ameri- 
canism of the men, but there are certain 
phases and characteristics of the regiment 
that have marked it from the beginning 
that they believe should be respected.”’ 

None of the members of the Volunteers 
seen yesterday would talk on the subject, 
but well informed military men who are 
conversant with the Irish Volunteers ex- 
press doubts as to whether the scheme 
could be carried through. They point to the 
fact that the Volunteers are a Clan-na-Gael 
organization, and no one can join un- 
less he belongs to a Clan-na-Gael lodge, 
and if they join the Sixty-ninth in a body 
it would practically mean the disbanding 
of the Volunteers. Capt. McCrystal was 
asked about this, and said: 

**Many men in the Sixty-ninth now drill 
regularly in the Volunteers. Judging from 
the number of men-in my company who do 
so there are at least 25 per cent. of the 
Sixty-ninth in the Volunteers. If they can 
drill with the Volunteers. why cannot the 
Volunteers come into the Sixty-ninth?”’ 

The Irish Volunteers were organized in 
the Winter of 1895-6, with Col. James Mo- 
ran as the chief officer. Col. Moran has 
worked very hard to build up the organiza- 
tion, and has visited other cities for the pur- 
pose of organizing similar volunteer bodies. 
Every company in the Volunteers is said 
to be backed by a Clan-na-Gael lodge. 


AN AGED CASHIER RETIRES. 


H. Cotton, for Many Years with 
Tiffany, Ceases Active Work. 


After forty-three years of service for Tif- 
fany & Co. William H. Cotton, the aged 
eashier of the jewelry firm, will to-day retire 
from active duties. Mr. Cotton will soon be 
eighty years old. He is known widely in 
the jewelry trade, and is highly esteemed. 
He went to work for the house fn 1855, when 
the move was made to 550 Broadway from 
the former store in the same thoroughfare, 
near Chambers Street. The esteem in which 
he is held by his employers and fellow-work- 
men was displayed yesterday when, in his 
absence, a beautiful three-handled loving 
cup was placed on his desk, filled with forty- 
three American Beauty roses. Beside it was 
this address on vellum: 

On your retiring from the active duties of the 
position which you have filled with such great 
satisfaction to your employers and honor to your- 
self, we wish to express to you our appreciation 
of your uniform kindness and friendly feeling 
for us all during the many years of our relation- 
ship, and in the hope that you will enjoy the rest 
you have so deservedly attained. 

The address was signed-by C. L. Tiffany, 
Cc. T. Cook, and sixty others. Mr. Cotton 
was taken by- surprise on his return to his 
desk, and such was his emotion that he 
was scarcely able to reply, ‘“‘I thank you.” 
He was born in Bradford; Vt., March 19, 
1818, and during sixty-four years has lived 
almost constantly in Brooklyn.
